Death of Joseph Newman Bacon. 

Ylr. Joseph N. Bacon died at 9.30 
o’clock, this morning, having been stricken 
with apoplexy on Wednesday. He has 
been in failing health for the past year, but 
has been able to attend to business up to 
within a short time. 

He was one of the feV living representa- 
tives of the early days of Newton, and was 
the son of Joseph Bacon, w ho was born in 
Sndbury, but settled in Newton at the 
same time with Mr. Jackson, and lived at 
first at West Newton, where Joseph X. 
was born on Jan. 25, 1813. 

Mr. Bacon was educated in the Newton 
schools, [at Marshall O. Rice’s Academy 
and at Phillip's Academy, Andover. He 
entered his father's store, which stood on 
the site of the present Bacon's block at the 
age of 15. At 21. he bought out the store, 
which was one of the usual country 
stores of the day, and continued in charge 
until 1847, when he sold out to Geo. W. 
Bacon. 

In I8h0 he was chosen a director of the 
Newton Bank, and elected president in 
1857. He was also one of the organizers of 
the Newton & Watertow n Gas Company, 
aud elected president in 185t», holding both 
offices until nis death. 

He married on April 17, 1845. Sarah 
A., the daughter of Elijah Woodward 
of Upper Falls, one of the early 
settlers, and both he and his wife were 
among the original members of Eliot 
church, coming from the First Church of 
Newton Centre. Mr. Bacon was at pres- 
ent deacon of the church. His wife sur- 
vives him, and also two children. Mrs. 
Stanton and William F. Bacon, and five 
grandchildren. Their goiden wedding an- 
niversary was celebrated one year ago. 

Mr. Bacon w as one of the original found- 
ers of the New ton Savings Bank, and has 
been a trustee since ls77. He w as also the 
senior director of the Citizens’ Mutual In- 
surance Co., formerly of Brighton, but now 
of Boston, and attended its last meeting. 

He was always interested iu Newton, 
and has been identified with its history for 
the past 80 years. He never held public 
office, but has invested his money largely 
in New ton real estate and business proper- 
ty, building the present Eliot block, and 
Bacon's block, besides owning a large 
number of houses in different parts of the 
city, and the large Bacon farm between 
Wabaa and Upper Falls. 

He was related by birth and marriage to 
nearly all of the old Newton families aud 
has for many years been one of the most 
prominent New ton citizens. 

The funeral services w ill be held at his 
late residence, corner Washington and 
Bacon streets, on Monday at 2 p. m.

The board of aldermen met. Monday 
night. with all members but Alderman 
Degen present. Mayor Cobh presided. 
ThetimetoS.no was taken up with unim- 
portant hearings and regular business, and 
then the event of the evening came off. in 
the Waverley avenue hearing. The peti- 
tioners and remonstrants came out in force, 1 
and each side made a great effort to get out 
the ladies, ami the council room was tilled 
with them, those in favor of the road seem- 
ing to he in the majority. 

The meeting opened with a hearing on , 
the telephone company’s application for I 
poles on Washington, Park and Tremont l 
streets, and Mr. H. S. Allen said the West 
End would»waive its right to pi les. and use I 
those of the telephone company, hut it was 
very important that action be taken at 
once, as the West End wanted to put up 
their wires, the tracks being about com- 
pleted. 

Hearings on poles on Adams street and 
Woodbine street were held. On the latter, 
Mr. Almy and Mr. Torrey protested, and a 
remonstrant^ from most of the residents 
was received. Mr. Allen said the pole 8 
were needed to reach Mr. blood’s house. 

THE WEST END 

petitioned for double tracks from Nonan- 
tum square down Centre street to the 
Watertown line, but no one protested. 
Mayor Cobb said he had seen the road- 
master and asked him if the company 
would pave the street, as the driveways on 
either side would be impossible to keep 
in o der.

Ii* presented 
some interesting figures about the growth 
of tlie city, iu 1 MJ4, there were iu new 
houses put up in Ward 7. 23 iu Ward 1, and 
the other wards hud from na to 65. 275 
houses put up ill tlie city and Ward 7 only 
had Ei. in lMir., there were msi houses put 
up in the city, 31 more than tlie year pre- 
ceding, and of these Ward 7 only had •*. tlie 
lowest number in tlie city. What does 
this mean 1 Wehaveuow inoui neighbor* 
hood 7 large houses vacant, waiting for a 
purchaser, and us many more are occupied, 
but are advertised for sale. The reason is 
tiiut they are too far from* the ruilroad sta- 
tion. Ask any real estate agent what tlie 
tlie people say to whom lie siiows 
them. 1 lie remonstrants can stop right 
from their houses into street railway cars, 
and they ure satlslied und want nothing 
more. We have the most beautiful part of 
tlie city, high laud, line views, and every 
advantage hut that of transportation, hut 
that prevents development. 'Hie heads of 
the old families are passing away, but when 
their families try to dispose of their (urge 
estates, they iiud it impossible to do so. 
One large estate on the avenue bus been 
cut up into lots, hut no purchasers have ap- 
peared and unothcr is also waiting to lie de- 
veloped. We are loft out, wo pay high 
tuxes mid we wunt some means of reach- 
ing the station. We don't ask 'fm Centre 
street, nor Franklin street, but u railway 
can't go iu the air, it must pass some 
one’s door, and fewer people would be 
affected by this than by any oilier route. 
There are thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property here waiting for some means of 
communication. This street is unoccu- 
pied for nearly the whole distance. 
Where will the road go if not by this 


kcll .said he would rather have it on Sar- 
gent street than not at all. Waverley 
avenue is wide enough for two teams and 
an electric car. If in the future it is found 
necessary to widen, there will he lots of 
valuable property along the line to help 
pay for it. 

Mr. Joshua Baker said he was heartily 
in favor of the road. 

Mr. K. W. Gay believed it was the best 
route, the road would pay better on Centre 
street, but here was a great amount of un- 
occupied land to l*e developed. It must 
come sometime, and the sooner the better 
for the citj . He wns in a peculiar position, 
as ho favored the road, while his wife, who 
ow ned a large amount of unimproved laud, 
was opposed to it. (Laughter from the re- 
monstrants', hut the land could not be de- 
veloped without a railway. 

Mr. Ileber Emery said he represented his 
mother, who was heartily in favor of tlie 
railway. Some <>0 acres of land, worth 
$44,000, had been developed about 1"» years 
ago. and made worth $215,000, but since 
then everything had stood still. Land 
could not he sold at any price, and an elec- 
tric railway would cause a demand for it at 
once. 

Mr. Clias. A. Hull said he was strongly 
in favor of the mad. He was also request- 
ed by Mr. C. B. Lancaster to state that lie 
favored the road as a public necessity. 

Mr. X. 1\ Cutler said this locality was 
the most beautiful in the city, but real 
estate had depreciated and would not bring 
the assessors’ figures. Even they were be- 
ginning to be discouraged and say we must 
wake lip and do something. One of the re- 
monstrants to night I have heard lament- 
ing his mistake when he bought so far 
away as he can't sell or rent his property. 
The vacant houses cast a blight on 
the whole section. Another remon- 
strant has been heard to say that his pro- 
perty bus depredated Sio.noo in the last 10 
years. People say they can’t get to us. 
The only reason the remonstrants have that 
is not ridiculous is when they say that the 
street is too narrow, but many of them 
never use the street. Tlie dayof the horse 
is passing and there are only about loo 
horses in Ward 7, outside of those kept for 
business. Uur opponents are mostly 
wealthy men, who keep several horses, and 
so don't need cheap transportation. You 
should sift out of tlie remonstrants those 
who do not live on the avenue, who rarely 
use it, and who signed only at urgent solici- 
tation of friends. The remonstrants are 
a few at one end of the avenue, while the 
petitioners are many and all anxious to use 
the rood. Some people with large estates 
object to the railroad as they are afraid it 
will increase tlie value of their property 
and so increase their taxes, but the road is 
a necessity to 11 s. We don’t want to see 
Homes for Feeble Minded or Keeley Cure 
establishments located in our midst, be- 
cause some of our large houses can be 
bought for half their value. Let them 
once get in and they would ruin our sec- 
tion. We have about the only building 
land available in Ward 7, but it can't be 
sold for lack of means to get to the station. 

Letters were read from Messrs. L. P. 
Bowers, A. S. March, E. C. Fitch, How ard 
Phelps, John A. Pray, Fred. W. Sargent, 
II. X. Kingsbury, J. P. Bird, Mrs. L. 
Andrew's Browne and S. A. I). Sheppard, 
all heartily in favor of the location and 
urging that it bejmt through. 

Brief remarks in favor of the road were 
made by Mr. Walter Holbrook, Mrs. John 
A. Kenrick, Mr. T. Edgar White, Miss 
Helen Hull, Miss Mabel Kenrick. Mrs. X. 
P. Cutler, Miss Cutler and Miss Hattie 
Henry. 

Mr. Geo. E. Hatch said he had lived on 
tlie hill for 15 years, and felt the necessity 
for an electric railway. Housekeepers 
could not get girls, because it was so far 
away, and a road is needed to develop pro- 
perty. 

Mr. A. B. Turner said he favored the 
road as he was too poor. to keep a horse, 
lie also read a letter from Mr. (Jeo. B. 
Jones, heartily favoring the project, and 
hoping the location w ould be granted at 
once. 

Mrs. W. II. Brackett and Mrs. Henry 
were represented by their sons, and both 
w r ere strongly in favor of it. 

Mr. John Linder represented his father, 
and said that tlie only way for friends to 
reach their place was to hire a buck, and 
as it was beyond the mile limit this was ex- 
pensive. 

Mr. John K. Taylor said other parts of 
the city were growing rapidly iu popula- 
tion and value, but this section was going 
back. Grant tlie location, and property 
would improve at once, and tlie city’s valu- 
ation would be largely increased. 

Mr. Arthur Brackett said this nart of tlie 
city was inaccessible anil could not grow 
until some electric railway was built. 

Mr. Albert Brackett said tlie stagnation 
is due to lack of transportation facilities, 
and give them an electric railway and it 
would grow as fast us other Boston sub- 
urbs. 

Mr. Wiley S. Edmunds represented tlie 
Henry Brooks estate, which could not be 
let or sold because it was so fur from the 
railroad. Mr. Howard Phelps’ estate had 
been vacant four years for the same reason. 

Mr. Minot represented tlie Fallow estate 
of some 40 acres, which tlie family wanted 
to dispose of It could not be developed, 
without an electric railway. 

Mr. Geo. A. Ward as a real estate agent 
was heartily in favor of tlie road. 

Mr. Cutler said he had made a list of tlie 
property on the street, from the assessors’ 
books, which was in many cases A'5 per 
cent, higher than it would sell for. On tlie 
avenue there is land taxed for $l,:i2(i,000. 
Of this amount tlie owners of $851,900 
favor the read ; those who are non-commit- 
tal bring up the amount to over a million, 
while the owners of only $240,000 are 
opp 1 sed . 

Mr. Haskell said tlie hour was getting 
late, and as what lia<l' been said gave tlie 
board a fair idea of the sentiment, iiis side 
would close.

sorry to have an electric road there, as the j 
street was not wide enough and the city 
hnd had a very expensive experience with 
Washington street.

Mrs. Baker of Centre street, president of 
the Federatioh of Women’s Clubs said tlie 
Indies were anxious to preserve Newton as 
a delightful suburb, ami it would he a dam- 
age to the city if one of the very few 
thoroughfares was destroyed. 

Ex-Alderman Harhach protested against 
having an electric road in front of his 
property, on the upper end of the avenue, 
lie also objected to having it on his side of 
the street for the benetit of the other side. 

It w as also too narrow a street as from 
Ward street to Mr. Hatch’s line it is only 
from 21 to 28 feet. It would ho a great 
damage to him. and he objected strongly. 

Mr. Geo. II. Branmn also objected us the 
street was too narrow. 

Mr. Daniel S. Emery sa!d he <ame 
to Xewton to get Into a quiet .sub- 
urb, and to get away from the 
electrie cars, as ho had lived between 
Tremont street and Columbus avenue, and 
it was impossible to sleep there. The 
street coulu not well he widened and a rail- 
way would ruin it. A vast amount of 
water came down there after every storm, 
which made the gutters impassible and in 
winter the snow would bo piled up on each 
side so that 110 one could pass through tlie 
street. It would injure his property very 
much and if tlie street was widened it 
would leave a high bunk in front of him. 
The road was dangerous now on account of 
being so narrow and crooked and there had 
some very serious accidents there to wheel- 
men and with an electric road it would be 
much worse. 

Mr. Geo. S. Bullens said he hnd lived 
there 26 years and it had been a quiet, beauti- 
ful street. They all took great pride in keep- 
ing up their places and an electrie road 
would necessitate widening and that would 
destroy tlie trees that they had taken such 
pains to plant and care for. Ho objected 
very strongly. The street was so crooked 
that you could not see Tremont street from 
in front of his house and electrie cars 
would kill every one in sight. He objected 
to the noise, lie objected as a taxpayer. 
The debt of Newton was now $4,500,000, 
within $132,500 of the debt limit, and the 
city was in no condition to take on any ex- 
pensive schemes. The road would de- 
preciate property instead of benelitting it. 

Mr. Clias. Hunt objected, as he had al- 
ready two lines of tracks by the side of his 
house and did not want another. 

Mrs. Cluis. \Y. Lord objected strongly. 

Mr. T. R. Brooke objected 011 behalf of 
his mother, who would advertise her place 
for sale if tlie road was located there. 

Mr. Daniel Dewey said the testimony of 
the other side was grossly exaggerated, as 
it was a very desirable section and all 
thought so except those who had property 
to sell. It was simply a land scheme, and 
not six people a day would want to go from 
Newton to Newton Centre. There was 110 
need to indict the noise and all the unde- 
sirable passengers such a road would bring 
upon the residents. 

Mr. E. M. Springer objected and thought 
we had houses enough now in Ward Seven. 
We did not want thickly settled places. 

Mr. S. L. Powers objected and called at- 
tention to the great expense 1111 increase 
of population would entail 011 the city iu 
the way of schools as the schools iu Ward 
Seven now did not much more than accom- 
modate tlie pupils. 

Mr. I). E. Snow, Mr. Clias. W\ Hall, and 
ex-Mayor Ellison presented their protests. 

Mayor Cobb read letters of protest from 
Warren P. Tyler, J. E. Merrill ami Chester 
Guild. 

Mr. Josiah White thought if the tracks 
were laid on Brighton street to the New- 
ton line the West End would linish tlie 
road to dak Square.

Mr.G Mxlrich said tlie ladies present were 
not used to uldermanio hours and there 
were more to object than had favored, so 
that there would hardly be time to get his 
side all in. Nothing had been said about 
communication with Newton Centre, it 
was all a land speculation und for local 
convenience. Xo street was so illy adapt- 
ed to an electric railway as Naverfoj 
avenue, it w as steep, crooked and narrow, 
and must be widened before a railway can 
be placed there.

WILLIAMS. 


Tli« handsome brick building, which oc- 
cupies u commanding site on the corner of 
Winchester and N ah an ton streets, was 
dedicated on Sunday afternoon, as the 
Working Boys’ Industrial Home, by the 
venerable Archbishop Williams, in the 
presence of several thousand people. 

The building has been in course of con- 
struction for several years, and with its 
lofty tower makes a notable feature in that 
part of Newton. 

The exorcises attracted a vast throng of 
people, who came by train, and by vehicles, 
and a great number bad to walk from New- 
ton Highlands, the nearest railroad star 
tion. 

Every inch of standing loom in the 
chapel and in the large exhibition hall was 
occupied, and thousands crowded the 
corridors and anterooms, unable to obtain 
access to the services. Nearly 1(H) promi- 
nent clergymen, representatives of the city 
government of Newton, and leading laymen 
were present. 

At 3.30 p. m. the service began in the 
chapel. It was the same as that used in 
the dedication of a Catholic church. The 
clergy of the diocese, clad in their vest- 
ments, formed in procession, and with 
Archbishop Williams, bearing his miter 
and carrying his crosier, marched 
through the building and around its ex- 
terior. 

The order of the procession was: Arch- 
bishop Williams, dedicant; Vicar General 
Byrne, Rev. Hugh P. Smith and Rev. I). .1 
O’Farrell, assistants; Rev. P. J. Supple, 
master of ceremonies ; Rev. J. O’Callahan, 
cross bearer: Rev. J. V. Tierney and Rev. 
I). Riordon, acolytes. 

After the procession of blessing the arch- 
bishop intoned the litany of the saints in 
the chapel. 

Rev. Fr. I). J. 0‘Farrell, president of the 
home, opened the ceremonies in the exhibi- 
tion hull with a brief address of welcome, 
thanking all the workers in behalf of the 
home, and congratulating the people of the 
diocese on the completion of the home, 
lie read the billowing cable message from 
the pope: “We graciously bestow an 
apostolic blessing on you, Rev. Fr. Supple, 
on your reverend assistants, on the sisters 
engaged in the work of the boys’ home, 
and on all those there present today.” 
Signed, Leo XIII. 

Letters of regret were read from Bishops 
Tierney and Bradley, and from Mayor 
Henry E. Cobb of Newton. 

in conclusion Fr. O’Farrell introduced 
Bishop J.-J. Keane, rector of the Catholic 
University of Washington. Bishop Keane 
spoke in part as follows : “Most reverend 
archbishop, very reverend fathers, and be- 
loyed frii nds— This day, with solemn in- 
vocation. the archbishop of Boston has 
dedicated this institution. It is offered to 
Almighty God, and set apart to a work 
most pleasant to his heart, a work of 
charity to the needy, and it is dedicated 
under the patronage of St. John, the well- 
beloved disciple. 

“Charity must be done in such a way as 
actually to carry out God’s purpose. 
Almsgiving is too often done in such a way 
as to humiliate. It is a false system of 
charity that weakens character and 
diminishes the energy of those who re- 
ceive it. 

“This institution is to give everything 
that will develop manly character. The 
character of St. John will be constantly 
held up before the boys of this school. 

“The boy will be brought day by day to 
rely upon the rule of ‘What would my 
Lord have me to do’.” Boys that go forth 
are sure to lind the world full of hard 
dangers, and here they will be taught the 
great lesson of love. 

“They will be taught so that when they 
work they may be trusted, and in political 
life they may be depended on to act from 
conviction. The work of this home will 
lea work of true benelicence, and every 
dollar given here will be well invested in 
king true men of those who will be the 
tie and sinew of the land.

WARD SEVEN'S PROBLEM. 


Ward seven has always had the reputa- 
tion of being the most conservative ward 
of the city, and the testimony at the rail- 
road hearing Monday night proved that it 
still retains this characteristic. There 
were the usual objections that are always 
made to street railways, but in addition it 
was said that the ward hail residents 
enough already, that to have a large influx 
of new people would not be pleasant and 
would destroy the quiet of that section, 
that it would be a great mistake to bring in 
new residents as that would necessitate 
more school houses and more expense, that 
people ought to be satisfied with living in 
such a beautiful section, and it was implied 
that it was little short of a crime for resi- 
dents there to want to sell their land, or to 
sell or rent their houses. 

It has always been a problem to outsiders 
what that ward would do when its large 
estates came into the market, as there is 
very seldom an opportunity to sell such 
large estates entire without an enormous 
sacrifice, and they are situated too far from 
any railroad facilities for the average sub- 
urbanite, in these days of rapid transit and 
electricity. Heretofore progress has 
passed by and left this section undisturbed, 
but it is evident that some of the large land 
owners are becoming restive and wish to 
dispose of their holdings. The agent for 
the Farlow estate, now unoccupied, which 
comprises some forty acres of the finest 
building land around Boston, testified that a 
railway was needed to develop the land, and 
the same opinion was expressed by those 
representing the Kenrick estate, the 
Wards, the Bracketts, and the Lancaster 
and Sargent estates, which comprise be- 
tween them several hundred acres. The 
Lord estate was not represented, hut that 
has been already cut up into building lots 
and streets laid out. 

Ward Seven never looked with favor on 
such things and the present developments 
are evidently fur from welcome, but that a 
change is to come can no longer be over- 
looked. The question is how can this 
property be made available for residences, 
and that is the problem before the owners. 
Most of it is a mile from the nearest rail- 
road station, and that means in these days 
of rapid transit and electricity, that it will 
find no buyers without some means of com- 
munication with the railroad stations. 

The city is also interested as the develop- 
ment of this land would mean a large ad- 
dition to the tax list, and the city needs all 
these additions. 

In Brookline, for instance, such remote 
tracts are made available by un electric 
line, and they are built up with handsome 
houses. Without a railway this section 
would grow as slowly as it has in the past, 
and that is too slow for those now living. 

There seems to be no serious objection to 
the proposed line us far us Sargent street, 
and Mr. Merrill is the only objector down 
to Franklin street. There are three routes 
down from this point, one by way of 
Franklin street, which would he even more 
unpopular than down Waverley avenue, as 
more people would be effected; the second 
is down Waverley avenue, to which so 
many object, and a third would he down 
Brighton and Pembroke or Marlboro 
streets, but little longer than the second 
route, ‘and these would avoid the steep 
iudineand winding roud. Perhaps a com- 
promise might he effected to the satisfac- 
tion of all parties. 


INCREASE VALUES. 

The assessors will find a very fertile and 
interesting subject to study by comparing 
their former figures of the value of Wash- 
ington street property, and the prices 
which the city bus paid for the same, uml 
this study will enable them to decide as to 
the reul value of the property which is left 
on that street. 

A couservutive estimate is that the city 
wus called upon to puy ut least live uml 
iu many cases ten times the assessed value 
of the land taken, and this testimony as to 
the value of the laud remaining ought to 
add at least a million to the city’s assessed 
valuation, on the lund alone. 

Then the new buildings along the street 
ought to bring in another large increase. 
Mr. Taylor is spending iu Newton some- 
thing like two hundred thousuud iu new 
brick blocks. Ex-(iov. Chitlin, the Newton 
Associates, and others are spending nearly 
that amount iu Newtouville, and all these 
buildings take the place of tumble-down 
structures, of little or no value, and the 
total, including the other new blocks near 
Washington street, will probably foot up a 
million more. 

The assessors were very conservative in 
their estimates of Washington street prop- 
erty, but us there hud been no sales along 
the street in years, and property yould lie 
sold then with difficulty at any price, they 
ha<l no data to go upon. 

Now, how ever, they have ample informa- 


tion, and they have no excuse for assessing 
land at 20 or 00 cents a foot, for which the 
owners want the city to pay from $2 to 
It has been asserted that dwelling house 
property has been mndo to pay moro than 
its fair share of taxes, while business prop- 
erty has been placed at a very low figure, 
the assessors not dreaming of Its value, 
until the owners represented to the city 
government after its seizure, the amount 
of Income derived from it. 

Thore has been some complaint because 
the old buildings were allowed to ho 
moved, instead of being torn down, but in 
most cases the buildings have been moved 
to land of smnll value, and the buildings 
have been improved so that they are of 
greater value than before, and will make 
quite an item in the assessors’ figures. 

The Washington street widening has 
been of great value to the city in many 
ways, not the least of which will be the 
greatly Improved appearance of the busi- 
ness sections, when all the new buildings 
now under way will be completed, and the 
widening will, it is said, very nearly pny 
for Itself, from the discovery of the great 
value of the land along the street, together 
with the now buildings. 


It is curious to note how old supersti- 
tions survive, is spite of the growth of 
popular education and modern enlighten- 
ment. People once devoutly believed in 
the theory that “the king can do no 
wrong," and it took a good many crimes 
and revolutions to convince the populace 
that kings were of the same character as 
other men. Nevertheless the superstition 
still exists, only in these days it has been 
transferred to the political party to which 
a man belongs. Parties are managed by 
politicians, and these men have some of 
them barely escaped the penitentiary for 
their acts, yet many people devoutly believe 
that their party, like the ancient kings, 
can do no wrong. It is a curious survival 
from the days when men did not pretend 
to have the right of independent judgment, 
and when they believed just what they 
were told to believe. It simply shows the 
innate tendency of man to depend on some 
higher authority for his opinions, and save 
himself the responsibility or the trouble of 
forming them for himself. The politi- 
cians, like the old kings, are shrewd 
enough to take advantage of this tendency 
and hence they proclaim with a great deal 
of fervor the doctrine of party infallibility. 
For. example, the Boston Journal, in 
speaking of the probable nomination of 
Mr. McKinley, attempts to offset any dis- 
appointment the friends of Mr. Reed, who 
hoped for a better man, may feel, by as- 
serting that “the party never has and 
never can nominate an unfit man for office.” 
It is hardly safe for a political organ to 
presume too much on the ignorance of its 
readers, or to treat them as if they were 
like those famous New Hampshire Demo- 
cants that are still said to be voting for 
Andrew Jackson. A political party that 
“never lias and never can.” nominate an 
unfit man is an organization that good men 
are still waiting for, ami meanwhile they 
have generally to muke a choice between 
evils, and vote for the least unlit can- 
didate. 


Senator Spkaoue, who wants to go to 
Congress from this district, voted against 
the West End Free Transfer bill, on Mon- 
day, as did Senator Niles of Watertown. 
Our Senators seem to be more interested in 
the West End than in the rights of the 
people. 


Cam uni disk's celebration of its r*otli an- 
niversary as a city attracted crowds of 
Newton people, this week, and the uni- 
versity city did itself proud by the en- 
thusiastic way in which it celebrated the 
event. 

Waverley Avenue Railway,

they object to a railway in front of their 
houses. But what are the people to do 
who live ami own land further up the 
street, a mile from the station, and who 
have to pay . r »o cents for hack fare, if they 
are too tired too walk, and do not keep 
horses. Some of them have moved away 
and want to sell tiieir houses, but can find 
no buyers on account of their remoteness. 
Others have inherited large tracts of land, 
j the taxes of which have kept them poor 
for years, and they cannot sell, as the land

MKIMTf* OF HKHATK. BETWEEN IUHIOKI.IM 
AND NEWTON SO DECIDED. 

The representatives of the Newton high j 
school lyceum and the Brookline high . 
school debating society met in their animal J 
joint debate in the high school gymnasium ■ 
at Newtonville last Friday evening. 

The question of Caban belligerency re- I 
ceived new interest in the minds of the 
supporters of the two schools as the sub- 
ject of their debate, and the hall was 
crowded by nearly 500 friends and follow 
students of the debaters. 

For the first time in the series of joint 
debates between the two schools judges 
were appointed., and a decision on the 
merits of the debate was rendered. 

Mayor Cobb presided, and the judges 
were lion. Albert L. Harwood of Newton 
Centre, Prof. George It. Hovey of Rich- 
mond, Va.. and Charles n. Drew of Brook- 
line. 

At 8 Fres. Gardner Walworth of the 
Newton high school lyceum introduced 
Mayor Cobb, who in turn introduced Hen- 
derson Kellogg of Brookline, the first 
speaker in the affirmative. 

Mr. Kellogg reviewed the Cuban strug- 
gles for liberty, and of Spain's failures to 
keen its promises of reform. Spain, he 
said, had proved itself unfit to govern 
Cuba. Her government was currupt and 
her policy cruel. Brave men in Cuba were 
lighting as brave men fought in 177(5. 
There were only two outcomes to the 


Cuban struggle, deatli or independence. 

Arthur \\ . Hollis of Newton followed 
in the negative. He said it was a question 
of fact, not of sentiment. For the United 
States to recognize belligerency it must 
first exist. The Cubans could fight, but 
had no established government, no seaport 
and no navy. They were in no sense en- 
titled to ask or receive the rights of bellig- 
erency. 

J. Gilbert Pierce of Brookline suggested 
that a recognition of belligerency was not 
a declaration of war. In any event war 
with Spain was not to be dreaded, when 
the cause of humanity was at stake. 

Ernest W. Clarke spoke next in the 
negative. lie believed that a recognition 
of belligerency would cause the United 
States to fall from its high place among the 
nations. A government could not spring 
into being in a day, or be produced by 
lighting alone. Cuba knew nothing of 
government, and was not tit to be a nation. 

Ernest II. Wilkins of Newton and Chas. 
W. Kellogg of Brookline, the two principal 
speakers, closed for their respective sides 
in s.*«eches which won rounds of applause 
from their admirers. 

Mr. Kellogg asked if there was not a 
w ar in Cuba, why Spain had been obliged 
to send 150,000 troops to the island. The 
Cubans were lighting bravely for right and 
liberty, and deserved recognition at the 
hands of the United States. A war with 
Spain was not to be dreaded by the United 
States. The Cubans already had all the 
requirements for belligerency, and were 
sure to be victorious. 

Mr. Wilkins thought the mystery which 
surrounded the status of affairs in Cuba 
justiiied the refusal of belligerent rights. 
All the essential elements were lacking. 
War with Spain was not to be dreaded, but 
it might not be right.

GARDEN CITY VICTORIOUS. 


Comments on Mr. Allen’s Letter. 

To tin* Editor of the Graphic: 

I read Mr. Allen's communication to you 
last week concerning our Public Schools, 
with much interest. His comparison of 
the supintendent of streets with the super- 
intendent of schools is hardly competent or 
parallel, however. 

The former has a business to learn which 
is not familiar to most people. The latter 
is simply continuing a business which 1ms 
been drilled into every citizen. The form- 
er has a class of employees to deal with, 
composed largely of uneducated men, con- 
trolled by brute force. The latter has un- 
der his supervision a body of men and 
women who are his peers, many of whom 
are competent to occupy his position. 

1 had supposed the superintendent of 
schools to be the servant of the schod 
committee, appointed by them to carry out 
their plans, execute such orders as they 
might make and to maintain a general su- 
pervision of the schools, under their direc- 
tion, responsible for the fulfilment of the 
many details attendant thereto. More like 
the railway superintendent who acts under 
the authority of the board of directors. 
In school matters the committee is the 
board of directors. 

This supposition is confirmed by a re- 
mark of the superintendent in an address 
recently delivered in Newtonville that “the 
schools are what the people make them." 
This is the correct theory and I am glad 
the superintendent believes in it. But is it 
the fact . ’ Does this constant friction and 
irritation between the school board and the 
people indicate it ? Does the Adams school 
imbroglio look like it ? It ought to be so 
but really the people have very little to do 
with the making of our schools under the 
present regime. 

The people meddle very little with 
school affairs because they expect the 
school board to represent them in carrying 
out such measures and reforms as shall be 
satisfactory to them. Hence, when school 
matters take the form of indignation meet- 
ings, protests and public hearings which 
are largely attended and unanimous in 
sentiment, and demand certain changes in 
methods and policies, it does not look very 
much as though “the schools are what the 
people make them." 

The trouble is the people cannot be 
heard in school management. We are too 
often ignored. The committee looks the 
other way. Doubtless they are acting as 
seems to them best, in perfect sincerity, 
with the light they have. But, unfortun- 
ately for us, their light conies from the 
wrong direction. The people would gladly

give some light but the committee shuts it 
off and declines to be enlightened from 
that source. 

It is unfortunate that there is such a dis- 
tance between the school board and the 
people. is it because the board is such an 
august body? < >r is it because the outside 
citizen is supposed to know nothing about 
school management? Possibly neither side 
can claim a monopoly. Or is it the “domi- 
nant harmony" on the other end which 
subtlely draws the committee away from 
the people? 

Directors are changed by vote of the 
stockholders, but it is better that in school 
affairs the directors should consider the 
wishes of the stockholders. We would 
very much rather vote them in than vote 
them out. As a stockholder I prefer few’ 
changes and permanent harmony.

The exercises consisted of music, an ad- 
dress by Rev. Hr- Leighton Parks of Bos- 
ton, the presentation of diplomas by Prof.

Dr. Parks’ theme was “The Influence 
and Responsibility of Seeing." lie said 
that the present is an age for the eye, and 
dwelt on the importance of art upon edu- 
cation and of the transcendent influence of 
nature and her beauties upon man and his 
finer and nobler education. The influence 
of art upon character was never greater 
than today, while the effect of literature 
upon the human spirit is even greater. 

The speaker devoted a large part of his 
address to the discussion of the popular 
novel, declaring that, while the American 
authors cun be trusted, as a rule, this is 
not the case with French writers. He 
mercilessly scored the writers of the un- 
clean novel. Too many of the novels of 
the day confuse the moral sense and lead 
the reader to distrust the foundations of 
the individual and family life. Indiscrim- 
inate reading tends to (lull the mind and 
weaken the memory.

NEWTON THEOLOGIANS. 


PRESIDENT AI.VAlt IIOVEY DELIVERS THE 
II ACC A LAUHKATK ADDRESS. 

The baccalaureate sermon to the gradti- ! 
ntes of the New ton Theological Institution j 
was delivered by President Alvah Tlovey 
in the First Baptist church, Newton 
Centre, .Sunday morning. His text was 
from John xv, 7: “If ye abide in me, and 
my words abide in you, ask whatsoever ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you." 

On opening he declared that the prin- 
cipal object of the sermon was to indicate 
that tiie prayers of his people are answered 
by God. He said this is doubted by many, 
and upon the following claims: 

1. The Ignorance of Christian people as 
to what will he their highest good. God is 
infinitely wise, and devout men are often 
unspenknhly foolish; it is, therefore, un- 
reasonable to suppose that God will he In- 
fluenced by their requests. There would 
be great force in this reasoning if prayer 
were dictation, and God were supposed to 
be under obligation to give in every case 
precisely what was asked. But prayer Is 
not dictatorial ; it may bo earnest and Im- 
portunate, but it is alw ays humble and 
ready to sav: “Thy will be done." Be- 
sides, one who is in spiritual contact with 
Christ, and enlightened by Ills words, will 
assuredly long for much that would be for 
his highest good. He is taught of God, und 
the more he prays the more will he ap- 
preciate divine wisdom and love, and ask 
for guidance in the way of life eternal. 

2. The personality of God is taken into 
account Nvhen we affirm that He can 
answer prayers. lie is no more a slave to 
the forces of nature than is the free will of 
men, and it is safe to say that He can move 
among those forces and bring to pass by 
them wants that would never have taken 
place without Him. At the same time, as 
m the case of human intervention, those 
forces are controlled without being set 
aside or annihilated. 

3. The fatherhood of God renders it 
more than probable that He will listen to 
the prayers of His children, and, whenever 
love w ill permit, bestow on them the gifts 
they desire. 

It is not the reflex influence of prayer 
that we assert. Such an influence is no 
doubt real, but it is not the object of 
prayer. But if prayer is unswered you go 
forth to your work with the wisdom and 
help of God within your reach. You can 
do all things through Him who strengthens 
you. Be strong and of good courage. 


NEWTON’S ALUMNI DAY. 


REV. If. S. nURIlAGK ELECTED THE IK 
PIIESIDKNT FOB COMING YEAR. 


“Alumni day” was observed at tho New- 
ton Theological Institute at Newton Cen- 
tre, Wednesday. From all over New Eng- 
land graduates of the seminary came to- 
gether for a renewal of old ties, and a brief 
period of relaxation in social intercourse 
with their former associates. 

I faring the morning the alumni uttended 
the examinations of the candidates for de- 
grees, and several class reunions were held. 

At 3.lf» p. in. the alumni association met 
in tiifc First Baptist church. The principal 
address was delivered by Rev. George E. 
Ilorr, 7b. He nvus assisted in conducting 
service by Rev. Dr. J. K. Richardson of 
Brockton and Rev. J. Tillson of Boston. 

Dr. ITorr’s subject was “A Survey of 
Some of the Indications of a Reaction 
Toward Faith.” He considered the sub- 
ject from the point of view of a theologian, 
and argued that tin* drift of general 
thought had again set back toward faith, 
as before the discoveries of Darw in. Old 
faith, he said, was again being accepted By 
the mass of the people, and atheistic doc- 
trines were being repudiated. 

Prof. Bullen of the seminary reed the 
necrology which showed that tiie alumni 
association had lost 13 members by deatli 
since its last meeting. 

After the exercises in the church tiie 
members of tiie society adjourned to Stur- 
devant hall, where the annual alumni din- 
ner was served.

IN MEMORY OF N. P. COBURN. 


BEAUTIFUL MEMORIAL WINDOW DEDI- 
CATED AT EI.IOT CIIUIICII. 


In the name of tiie late Nathan Parker 
Coburn, a magnificent memorial window 
tins lionn placed in the Eliot Congregation- 
al church, of which Mr. Coburn was a 
member during many years. The dedica- 
tory exorcises Nvere held Sunday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock. 

Tho window is one of tinusunl beauty . , 
made by the Tiffany people of Now York, 
aftor a design by one of their own artists, j 
in illustration of the thought conveyed by , 
Dr. Peabody’s hymn, “He Fell Asleep.” 

Tho verses which inspired tho design, , 
and whloh appear in tiie loNvor portion of ' 
tiie window, together with tlu* words, “I11 
memory of Nathan Parker Coburn,” arc* j 
these : 

Iteholil tiie Western evening light! 

It melts fn evening gloom ! 

S<> calmly Christians sink away, 

Descending to the tomb. 

Tho winds hrenthc low. the withering leaf 
Scarce whispers from the tree; 

So gently flows the parting hrenth, 

Nvhen good men cense to lie. 

The composition consists of an open 
nortioo, through Nvhich is seen the distant 
hills and an evening sky filled with tho 
gloNving setting sun. The open portico of 
tiie foreground shows a tiled floor and 
several marble columns of Yert antique, 
around Nvhich grape vines ttvine, the 
ripened purple fruit show ing underneath 
the leaves. Immediately beyond the archi- 
tectural portion of the picture the land- 
scape begins with a rich mass of brilliantly 
colored flowers, gradually passing Into the 
green and brown tones of rolling ground, 
ultimately ending in the purple hills be- 
yond. 

The combination of color, the harmoni- 
ous effect, the richness and depth of tone, 
in combination with the realism of the 
scene, form a very beautiful ensemble, per- 
fectly illustrating the idea of the two verses 
quoted. The window is a transparent 
mosaic, free from stain, paint or enamel. 
In every piece of glass used the color is 
part of its very substance. 

In the head of tho window there is the 
sign of man's salvation, together with the 
Alpha and Omega, nil three symbols sur- 
rounded by exquisitely drawn ornaments, 
rich in color and illuminated with joNvels. 


Rev. William II. Davis, D. I)., pastor of 
tho church, presided at the services of 
dedication, w hich included several musical 
selections of the Mendelssohn Quartet Club 
of Boston, and an address by Mr. Thomas 
Weston, who outlined the life of Nathan 
Parker Coburn, and paid an eloquent 
tribute to his memory. 

“We gladly remembered and crowned 
with laurels the heroes Nvho led our armies 
to victory ill the time of our nation’s peril, 
but Nvith no less admiration we honor those 
w ho have achieved victories over every ob- 
stacle in the wray of a successful career, and 
obtained their places by the varied but ef- 
fective arts of peace," said Mr. Weston. 

It is not my purpose, he continued, to 
dwell in detail upon the records of Mr. 
Coburn’s honorable and successful busi- 
ness career by which he amassed a consid- 
erable fortune; there Nvere blended with 
these distinguishing characteristics other 
attributes which made his name well 
known not only in the vicinity of his home, 
but in the western half of the country as 
well, where several of his works will live 
for indefinite time, thus perpetuating the 
memory of the man. 

Mr. Coburn, realizing that in the West 
there was a vast Held for cultivating in- 
fluences, gave a great deal of attention to 
the needs of the young men of that sec- 
tion, and the result was that lie yearly 
mad** generous contributions to the Home 
Missionary cause for the purpose of giving 
to the rising generation of the West some 
of the advantages which have made New 
England what it is. He was also among 
the supporters of Gates College, and by his 
will donated $50,000 to the Colorado Col- 
lege to found a library. Further than this, 
he made provisions in his will for the bene- 
fit of students of theology and various 
Christian charities. 

Mr. Weston dwelt at some length upon 
the great interest Mr. Coburn manifested 
iu the Eliot church, and spoke of what he 
had done for tiie Newton Hospital and 
other local charitable institutions. 


A Pre-Vacation Suggestion. 

The taking of vacations hns now become 
very general, and Nve all agree that it is a 
good thing for tired brains and tense 
nerves to have a week or two or even a 
month or two, of change and rest. People 
do not have to be urged to take vacations. 
Everyone takes one if lie can. Ah, there’s 
tiie rub, “if lie can.” Some do not, be- 
cause they do not feel able to stand tiie ex- 
pense. They cannot stand tiie expense 
because people do not pay them for 
the work they have done. There is tiie 
chain: No vacation, not able to pay for 
one, and cannot collect what is duo them.

It is 
rather trying to one who lias worked hard 
to find that people are planning for long 
and expensive trips by laud and by water, 
while their failure to pay him or her makes 
it impossible even to get tiie cheapest sort of 
outing. The suggestion then is to nay up 
all around so tliut every one may nave a 
chance to get a vacation, even if it is only a 
short one.

FUNERAL OF JOSEPH N. BACON. 

T.AROR GATHERING OF OLD ANI) PROMI- 
NENT HKR: DENTS OF NKWTON AT THE 
8 KRVTCKK. 


Over two hundred lenditm Itopublicuii.s 
from the various wards assembled in Den- 
nison ball, Newtonvile, Saturday evening, 
to perfect plans for the organization of a 
city Republican club. 

The meeting was a most enthusiastic one 
and savored somewhat of an old-fashioned 
Republican rally. Most of the speakers 
called upon by Chairman Sands to express 
their opinions regarding the purpose and 
work of the club, took advantage of the 
opportunity and paid a high tribute to 
Thomas B. Reed and extolled the prin- 
ciples of the grand old party. The senti- 
ments expressed seemed to voice those of 
the entire assembly and tho speeches were 
frequently interrupted by cheers and ap- 
plause. 

Shortly after eight o’clock Chairman 
Snnds called the meeting to order. On 
motion of Mr. Powers Mr. Sands was ap- 
pointed temporary chairman and Mr. C. K. 
Hatfield secretary pro tern. 

Mr. Samis said that the work of organiz- 
ing a Republican club was a very import- 
ant event in the city of Newton, and if 
carried out properly would result in a great 
benefit to the Republicans of the city. 

Mr. Langford moved that a committee 
be appointed by the chair to nominate a 
list of officers and draft a constitution. 

The motion was carried and the follow- 
ing chosen: J. T. Langford, .1. M. 
Stickney, .1. P. Bullard, II. O. Ryder, 8. 
W. Jones, Robert, H. Gardiner and Daniel 
S. Emery. These gentlemen retired to an 
ante-room. 

At the request of some one on the floor 
Chairman Sands called upon Mayor Cobb 
to read the preamble which hud been pre- 
pared by a member of the ward and city 
committee. It contained a very earnest 
appeal to Republican voters for a greater 
interest in the work and warranted a 
hearty support of whatever candidate that 
might bo nominated. 

Mr. Sands in speaking of the condition 
of the Ward Two branch of the ward and 
city committee, said that it had rendered 
grand services and its members had ably 
aided in the work. It had something in 
the treasury urd one hundred members. 

Mr. Estabrook of Ward One was heartily 
in favor of the organizing of a city Republi- 
can club and thought if each member would 
take hold, a great deal of work could be ac- 
complished. 

Ex- Alderman Chadwick of Ward Two 
spoke of the excellent condition of that 
branch and thought the purpose of the 
meeting a very good one. 

Mr. Sheldon of Ward Three was in favor 
or the proposed club and thought if the 
plans were wisely carried out it would 
proven wise movement. He offered some 
excellent suggestions and closed by speak- 
ing in glowing terms of the Republican 
party and the merits of Thomas B. Reed. 

Chairman Sands said the officers of the 
ward and city committee were servants 
willing to serve, but had been hampered by 
a lack of funds. Torch light processions 
were good things and arf assessment of 50 
cents was all that was asked for. 

Mr. J. F. Ryder of Ward Four said that 
the Republicans of that ward were a 
younger class of men who hud done good 
‘work for their party’s cause, and lma .$50 
to present to the treasurer of Itlie 
new r club. He favored the election of Re- 
publicans in municipal as well us in na- 
tional and stute affairs. 

Mr. Hale said that the Republicans of 
Ward Five were doing good work. 

Mayor Cobb in his oddress said lie hud 
never hated the Democrats, but hail always 
pitied them for their destruction of all that 
was greatest and best in this country. 
Continuing he referred to the disastrous 
results brought on by a Decocratic admin- 
istration and the encouraging outlook for 
tlie Republicans. 

Don. (5. D. Gilman offered some excellent 
ideas regarding the governing of the club 
and spoke of the favorable results that 
were sure to follow' their united efforts. 
Ho thought the New England delegates to 
the convention should be instructed to de- 
mand a gold basis. 

Mr. Boynton, Mr. Staples and others 
made brief remarks. 

The nominating committee returned with 
a constitution providing for officers, com- 
mittees and rules for the club government 
which was accepted. The following 
officers having been uominuted were 
unanimously elected: President, Robert 
H. Gardiner; vice-presidents, J. T. Lang- 
ford, N. II. Chadwick, L. G. Pratt. .1. F. 
Ryder; general secretary, E. I*. Tuttle; 
general treasurer. A. F. flay ward. 

President Gardiner after being escorted 
to the chair made an earnest appeal for 
perfect organization and spoke of what 
great good he hoped might be accom- 
plished. 

Leaders of the ward branches reported 
os to the number of members as follows: 
Ward l, 100: Ward ’J, 100; Ward :i, loo; 
Ward 4, 87; Wurtlft, 101; Ward 0,87; Ward 
7, 70. 

Motions and suggestions were then 
offered, including the introduction of the 
following resolve by President Gardiner: 

The Republican Club of Newton recog- 
nizes Urn'll the prosperity and honor of 
the country depend on the stability of the 
currency, and the confidence at home and 
abroad timt past or future loans to the 
United States, or to its citizens w ho tie d 
capital to develop its resources and build 
up its manufactures and commerce, will be 
puid at maturity in money available at its 
face value in every part of the world. The 
club believes timt the financial plunk ad- 
opted by the Republican convention of Mas- 
sachusetts last March should be adopted 
by the national Republican convention, out 
of regard for the welfare of tho country 
and redjpeot for itself as representing a 
party which during more than a generation 
has led the country by reason of its fear- 
less and distinct utterances on the issues of 
the day. The club therefore urges the 
delegates from this district to the most 
earnest efforts before the committee on 
resolutions, and if need tie the convention 
itself, to sbeure the adoption of that plank.

Thu statistics of the board of health for 
May give 4ft deaths for the month, a death 
rate of lU.ft7 ; of these ’J l were mules and _’l 
females. Eight deaths were duo to pneu- 
monia, no other diseuse dunning more than 
three. Six were between 70 and 80 years, 
and three were over so. There were seven- 
teen cuses of diphthuriu reported during 
tho month, none m Wards One and Seven, 
8 in Ward Five, 4 in Ward Six; .‘t in Ward 
Three and 2 in Ward Two. 

Only two cases of scarlet fever were re- 
ported, one each in Ward 'Three and Six. 
Three oases of typhoid fever w ere report- 
ed, one each in Wards Two, Fivu ami 
Seven. Fourteen eases of measles, a in 
Ward Six, 8 in W ard Four, ‘2 in Ward Five 
and one each in Wards One, 'Three und 
Seven.

Bank, a tribute from the directors of the 
Citizens’ Mutual Insurance Company, a 
pillow of white roses and ivy leaves from 
the firm of Timothy Stuart A Son ; a pillow 
of roses and pinks inscribed “Father,” 
from tlie children ; a sheaf of pinks and 
two wreaths of roses, pinks and pansies, 
from tlie nephews and nieces; a wreath of 
white roses, and maidenhair ferns from the 
Eliot church, and there were many bou- 
quets of cut flowers.

What Shall Wc Do With Our Charlie? 

As long ns tlie world stands, anxious 
parents will doubtless continue to ask this 
much vexed question. Anyone who could 
answer it satisfactorily would be a bene- 
factor to all the troubled mammas whose 
Charlies slide down tlie rail of the balus~ 
ters at the risk of their lives instead of 
walking properly down the stairs, slip out 
tlie back gate if the ashman leaves it ajar, 
and pluy in tlie vacant lot with bad boys 
until they are captured and brought home 
in a thoroughly demoralized condition, ami 
when they are kept in the house, wish to 
try everything from the newspaper to tlie 
embroidered table-cover by chewing or 
cutting it. 

This destructive tendency is simply the 
expression of the natural instinct of the 
child for investigation. Tlie little ex- 
plorer of this world’s mysteries lias many 
discoveries to make before lie cun under- 
stand his surroundings. When he tears 
through tlie most interesting page of tlie 
latest magazine before you have rend it, do 
not imagine that lie lias a wilful desire to 
destroy tlie book ; lie is only making an ex- 
periment to ascertain the properties of 
paper. This spirit of investigation should 
not be repressed, but guided and directed. 
Give tlie growing mind food material on 
which it may expend its activity, and the 
result will be happiness to both parent and 
child. 

in the first half of this century Friedrich 
Froebel, a man inspired by a deep love for 
every human soul, set before himself the 
task of finding out how to attain this re- 
sult. He visited the homes of peasants 
and saw how mothers pluyed witli and 
taught their children, and lie so won tlie 
h tarts of tlie little ones by entering into 
tli air games and living with them, tliut he 
was always followed through tlie street by 
a troop ot children, and people seeing him 
at play with them would shake their heads 
and smile, and murmur, “The foolish old 
mini” At last lie developed from tlie 
w -aith of his intellect and his cureful ob- 
se .ations a system of education to which 
in 1840 he gave the name of Kindergarten. 

As he struggled oil against many obsta- 
cles, endeavoring to demonstrate in prac- 
tice tlie value of his ideas, it became evi- 
dent that there was more in them than tho 
philosophy of his euvillers dreamed of, and 
one alter another, prominent educators 
like Diesterweg begun to exclaim, “This is 
indeed u prophet.” Froebel provided 
means for training and developing tlie 
mind of tlie child from tlie earliest dawn of 
intelligence to tlie school age, but more es- 
pecially for tlie period between three and 
.seven years of age. 

it is this system of cluld-truining which 
constitutes practically tlie kindergarten of 
todav, and which, in spite of much opposi- 
tion und many obstacles, bus won tlie ap- 
proval and support of tlie best educators. 
It is also gradually hut surely winning its 
way to tlie hearts and minds of tlie parents 
as they recognize its assistance in lliuir ef- 
forts to direct tlie unfolding faculties of 
their little ones.

At the committee hearing, on Monday 
night, to see if some other route could not 
he selected, the committee did not get very 
much help, as those present wanted to re- 
hearse the testimony at the hearing and 
were not willing to talk about any com- 
promise. 

One route suggested by the committee 
was to run the road from Grant avenue 
across the Held to Park avenue, down this 
street to Sargent, to nyde avenue, then 
plunge into the fields again to Franklin 
street, and down Franklin and Centre to 
the railroad station. Or it might go by the 
old private way that comes out on Centre 
street opposite Bennington, and so down to 
the station. 

But the route would not develop so much 
land as the Waverley avenue route, and 
hence would not be so beneficial to the 
city, which is the broadest way of looking 
at it, although it would be much better 
than no street railway at all, and would 
benefit the Hyde and Park avenue land, 
and the great extent of unoccupied territory 
at the top of the hill. Besides it leaves 
the direct thoroughfares thepugh the city 
untouched, and preserves them for car- 
riage driving. 

It seems to be either this, or a route 
down Waverley avenue. Brighton and 
Marlboro stre«ts,the two hitter streets being 
unbuilt upon, so that there could be no ob- 
jections, and there is land enough to widen 
to any extent at a low cost. This route 
would he only a very little longer than the 
Waverley avenue one, the grade would be 
better, and there would be little difficulty 
in getting the location. 

Tlie petitioners should see that it is 
much w-iser to take the second best, if they 
cun not get what they want, and if they 
are iu earnest about desiring a railroad 
they should be willing to compromise and 
take what they can get. The aldermeu 
set-m to recognize that tlie city has as much 
interest in the railway as the land owners, 
as it would mean a large addition to the 
city’s valuation. Brookline has street rail- 
ways in all directions, and they have aided 
to build up that town with beautiful resi- 


strong competition that sprang up when 
woolen mills were supposed to bo coining 
money in more prosperous times, resulted 
in ruinous competition and over-produc- 
tion, and the result is that the mills that 
depended solely on a high tariff have been 
losing money. The closing of the mill will 
be unfortunate for Newton in one way, as 
it will take from the good people of New- 
ton their chief field for charitable work, 
and we shall no longer be able to boast of 
our Armenian or Hungarian Sunday 
schools, or French Protestant missions, 
ami Nonantum will become as quiet, and 
English, and commonplace as tlie other 
parts of Newton. The woolen mills of the 
country long ago ceased to employ native 
American labor, and possibly the closing 
of the mills will render that National re- 
striction of immigration law unnecessary. 

It has taken a good many years for New- 
ton to get a Republican club organized, as 
the city has always been so strongly Re- 
publican that one was not thought neces- 
sary. It was interesting to hear the 
speeches, on Saturday night, in favor of 
Reed and sound money, especially as 
everything now points to McKinley, but 
men who join political clubs always feel 
bound to support their party’s nominee. 
The club should coniine its activity to 
state and national politics, however, and 
keep out of city politics, if it wishes to he 
successful and he a force for good in the 
community. Heretofore Newton has been 
well-governed, because the corrupting in- 
fluences of national politics have been kept 
out of it.

The Newton Cemetery Corporation held 
its annual meeting, Wednesday afternoon, 
in the Fallow Memorial Clmpel on the 
cemetery grounds. 

A small number of trustees and others 
interested were present. 

In the absence of .President Ilnskoll the 
meeting w as called to order by Treasurer 
otis Pettee. After the reading of the 
records by the clerk the superintendents 
report was presented and the same was 
accepted and placed on lilc. It stated that 
‘27 monuments and 123 tablets were erected 
during the year, 213 interments were mode 
during the year, making the whole number 
4,457. The receiving tomb had been largely 
used during the year. 51 lots have been 
purchased, making the total number of lot 
owners 13*7. 741 days work had been done 
by men. There had been expended during 
the year $8,380 and there are ion lots graded 
ami ready for sale near the new pond, nml 
302 in other parts of the cemetery. 

The report of the treasurer wns next 
submitted nml show ed that from Jan. 1, 1H05 
to June 1, ’96, 51 lots had been sold for 
$10,085. The perpetual care fund hnd been 
substantially increased. The assets above 
liabilities amounted to $13,011.44 and the 
treasurer has $3,772.00 on hand.

ANNCAI. REPORT OF T1IK TRUSTEES OF 
TI1E NEWTON CEMETERY CORPORA" 
JION. 

The most important improvement made 
in the cemetery during the last year has 
been the grading and sodding of the side 
hill west of the chapel. This work had 
been for some time appealing to us, as the 
locality was conspicuous on entering the 
grounds, but it hnd been deferred for several 
years because of other culls more pressing. 
Now that it is done, and in a most satis- 
factory manner, the beauty of the avenues 
around the grounds and past the ponds is 
greatlv enhanced. The improvement has 
not only converted an obtrusive eye-sore 
into a beautiful feature of landscape de- 
lightful and restful to the eyes, but It has 
provided for use a large number of desira- 
ble lots. The views from this slope and 
the top of the hill above it are among the 
tinest landscape effects the grounds afford. 

Another improvement, already of ap- 
proved utility by the experience of one 
winter, is the spacious pit made last 
autumn for the wintering of plants which 
need to be protected from cold. 

TheHorrigan land, so called, sloping to- 
wards Beacon street, has been remained 
and seeded. 

Coupon notes which were issued some 
years ugo to make permanent improve- 
ments matured on the first day of April. 
To pay them off without embarrassment 
nexv notes to the amount of $7«MK) were 
issued ami gladly taken by some of the 
holders of the old ones as a convenient in- 
vestment. All the old notes have been 
paid but four, of $500 each, and the money 
is on hand to pay them when presented. 

The number of lots sold during the year 
was fifty-one ami the amount realized for 
them was $10,085. 

The amount added to the Perpetual Care 
Fund during the year was $3,785, of which 
$2,825 was on new lots, and $000 on lots 
formerly sold w ithout the provision. This 
fund now amounts to $03,233.40, of which 
nearly $90,000 is invested. It will be seen 
that we are nearing the mark to which we 
have been for some time looking forward, 
a fund of $100,000, the income of which 
will be helpful in paying the annual ex- 
penses. 

Culls for new w ork are constantly made 
which will be answered in the order of 
their importance as soon ns the means are 
provided. The extra work contemplated 
for this year includes the repairing of the 
avenues, and some extensions of drains for 
surface water. 

The grounds are in as good condition as 
could he expected in a season on the whole 
unfavorable for grass, and the planting 
was never done with more taste and judg- 
ment. 

The superintendent continues to deserve 
the confidence of the trustees, and his as- 
sistants in the several departments ure 
faithful, efficient and diligent. 

The action of the trustees in the various 
matters referred to in the report was ap- 
proved by the proprietors.

THE ALDERMEN TRYING TO EFFECT 
COMPROMISE ON LOCATION. 


For the purpose of effecting a compromise 
satisfactory to both parties, the petitioners 
and remonstrunts of the proposed Wnver- 
ley avenue route were given a hearing be- 
fore the street railway committee of the 
board of aldermen, Monday evening. 

The leading representatives of both sides 
were present, each strengthened witli new 
arguments. 

Chairman Degen in calling the meeting 
to order stated fully the purpose of the 
meeting, saying that it was not to oonsider 
the street railway’s petition for location of 
tracks on Waverley avenue, but to see if in 
some way a compromise could not be af- 
fected. He suggested the plan of running 
the. cars from Grant avenue to Cotton 
street, through Park avenue to Sargent 
street, through Hyde uveuue through 
vacant land to Franklin street, to Eldredge 
street thence to the depot. 

Mr. Weston thought it would be a great 
advantage if the road should run on a con- 
tinuation of Bennington street coining out 
on Centro street. As counsel for Mrs. Co- 
burn he was opposed to the Waverley 
uveuue route and as a laud owner to the 
proposed compromise. 

Mr. Cutler said that Mr. Buswoll would 
favor the latter idan. 

Mr. I’owers asked if the plan of swing- 
ing into Franklin street was not feasible'.’ 
He did not think it feasible to run the cars 
in front of the churches. 

The speakers that followed, with few 
exceptions rehearsed the arguments of the 
previous hearing and were called to order 
by the chair. 

The aldermen asked the petitioners if 
they would be willing to subscribe an 
amount for the laying out of a new avenue 
across the vacant land. They considered 
this unfair and spoke of the few improve- 
ments that hud been received in thut 
quarter of the eitv. 

lu closing the hearing Chuirtuan Degen 
said that a rule tiad been adopted allowing I 
cars only on streets flo feet wide and if oars | 
were laid on Waverley avenue it would en- 
tail tiio widening of Unit street, lie said 
the committee would like to know if the 
petitioners would be williug to subscribe 
this amount. 

Mr. C. A. Haskell thought this unfair 
and called attention to the streets that 
were not 50 feet wide on which curs were 
running. 

Alderman Degen said the board were not 
responsible for mistakes of other city 
governments and thut the rule wus a new 
one. Hu closed by requesting those pres- 
ent to confer with each other and see if 
some satisfactory’ arrangement could not 
bo arrived at. Tlie committee would wait 
until this had been douu before tukiug un> 
action.

The board of aldermen held another 
lengthy session Monday evening, Mayor 
Cobb presiding. The meeting was called 
at 8.10 and did not adjourn until a half 
hour before midnight. 

The first business was a hearing granted 
to the telephone company for location of 
poles on Homer and Valentine streets and 
Commonwealth avenue. 

Mr. Allen representing the company, SAid 
that the petition asked for one pole on 
Valentine street, two on Homer street and 
five on Commonwealth avenue. These last 
five were those that had been placed there 
by the street railway company, properly 
constructed and painted the color of the 
telephone company. Thepetition was pre- 
sented that the poles might remain in the 
name of the telephone company. 

Alderman Degen said that the question 
was a complex one and asked for an expla- 
nation. 

Mr. Allen explained that they were not 
asking for any new poles on Common- 
wealth avenue but simply to retain the 
ownership of the present ones. 

The question of ownership was then dis- 
cussed by Mr. Blaney, representing the 
street railway, and Mr. Allen. the telephone 
company. The street railway company 
contended that an agreement had been 
made concerning the poles and they had 
paid their share. 

On motion of Alderman Degen the hear- 
ing was postponed until the matter had re- 
ceived further consideration. 

The records of the last meeting were 
read and approved. 

Among other papers to be acted upon in 
concurrence with the common council was 
the order which was tabled in the lower 
board requesting the mayor to petition the 
legislature to grant a new city charter. 

Alderman Degen said that at his request 
it had been referred back to the special 
committee in the lower branch so that it 
might again get into the hands of the citi- 
zens. 

The action was concurred in and the 
order referred to the special committee. 

On recommendation of the inspector of 
buildings it was voted to refer the peti- 
tions of Messrs. Dolan and Barry for 
stables to the board of health. 

The petitions of Messrs. Koffe and Mullen 
for permission to erect wooden buildings, 
being recommended by the inspector of 
buildings, were granted. 

A communication from the telephone 
company accepting the terms of a location 
was read by Alderman Green. 

The communication of Helen Potter en- 
tering a protest against the assessment 
of taxes was referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

A petition for a concrete sidewalk on 
River street was referred to the highway 
committee. 

A petition for the location of one street 
light at the junction of Carlton and Centre 
streets was referred to the street light 
committee. 

The petitions of S. I. Howard, represent- 
ing Col. Taylor, for concrete sidewalks on 
portions of Washington and Centre streets 
were referred to the highway committee. 

The petition of E. P. Burnham to move a 
building and small stable from Park to 
Emerson street was granted. 

The petition of .1. W. French to move two 
houses from Waverley avenue to Crafts 
and Clinton streets was granted. 

An order appropriating 51000 for furnish- 
ing the hall in the new’ Clatlin school build- 
ing was passed. 

Hu recommendation of the highway com- 
mittee the petitioners for the abatement of 
laud assesssment were granted leave to 
withdraw. 

The highway committee reported favor- 
ably on the petitions for concrete sidewalks 
on Melrose, Gibbs, Mechanic ami Fairview 
streets were granted. 

An order permitting the telephone com- 
pany to use the gas company's poles on 
Woodward street was passed. 

An order granting permission to the tele- 
phone company lor poles and wires on 
Vernon street Letween Park street and 
Waverley avenue was passed 

An order granting the telephone com- 
pany use of the gas company’s poles on 
Adams street was passed. 

A hearing was ordered for .June 30 on 
the petition for concrete sidewalks on 
Clyde street. 

Orders for concrete sidewalks on Me- 
chanic, Clyde, Gibbs and Fairview streets 
were passed. 

An order ap; ropriating $1183 to be added 
to the sum awarded for land damages on 
account of the widening on Walnut street 
was passed. 

An order appropriating S12fio for the con- 
structing of a roadway from Washington 
to Pearl street along the course of Laundry 
brook was passed. 

The agreement of the trustees of the 
Newton Land and Improvement Company 
was presented for ratification by Alderman 
Tolman. The addition to the present 
agreement was read and discussed. 

Alderman Green said that lie did not 
wish to appear against the measure but as 
the city was dealing with sharp business 
men and it was w ell to have its interests 
protected, he thought the company would 
expect every thing in the agreement and 
did not tli ink it advisable to leave any loop 
holes. The amount of gravel that was to 
be taken should be specified. 

Alderman Tolman said the company 
would agree to give all gravel necessary 
and that didn't go below the meadow* 
line 

Alderman Downs favored Alderman 
Green’s idea and thought the city solicitor 
should he consulted. 

Alderman' White thought the board w as 
in no condition to consider the question at 
this time and considered it an unfair pro- 
position. The people occupying houses 
near the hanks of the pond should pay a 
certain assessment. He was opposed to it 
at present and thought it meant not only 
the construction of the place but the per- 
petual care of it. 

Alderman Tolman thought it would cost 
the land company about 540,ooo and they 
were willing to pay besides, $5U0ii toward 
the construction ot the road waj .which the 
city engineer hud estimated would cost 
about 51 L^ O. lie called upon Alderman 
Noyes to state w hat improvement would 
be made in that section. 

Alderman Noyes gave a brief account of 
w’lrut principal changes had been proposed 
by the company and oonsidereu by the 
committee: it would be a great improve- 
ment to that section and the proposition 
w as a reasonable one. 

The finul disposition of the matter was 
its postponement until next week’s board 
when the city solicitor and city engineer 
could he consulted to see if the interests of 
the city had been fully protected. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Tolman authorizing the city treasurer to 
pay to the widow of the lute city treasurer 
John A. Kenrick $2.v.i3, the balance of his 
year’s salary had he lived. It was passed. 

Oil motion of Alderman Dugen. the order 
for locution of the Commonwealth avenue 
street railway tracks on Centre street 
which had been previously tabled, was 
again taken up for consideration. Aider- 
man Degeu introduced amendments which 
lie desired to be added to the order provid- 
ing that tire passengers could ride on any 
part of the same line for five cents and 
that a live cent transfer would he issued 
allow iug passengers to ride on that line and 
any line crossing the maiu tracks within 
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the city of Newton for a five cent fare. The 
amendments were adopted. 

The alderman moved the adoption of the 
order after the width of the street had 
been considered by the board and found to 
leave a driving space each side of the track 
of thirteen feet. Without further consid- 
eration it was adopted. 

An order authorizing the mayor to order 
the national colors displayed on the public 
buildings and the City Hall closed on 
Wednesday, the 17th of June, and in addi- 
tion to this the bells rung at sunrise, noon 
and sunset.on July Fourth. An order grant- 
ing responsible people license to sell fire- 
works and citizens to discharge them on 
their premises, on the Intter date. 

An express license was granted John J. 
Doyle; the auctioneer’s license of Andrew 
Wellltngton was renewed; the license of 
Marcus Morton for the same privilege was 
granted ; a permit was granted Clark Bros, 
to move a building from Washington 
to Germain street; the petition of 
of Lloyd Atkinson to run a barge from 
Newton Highlands to the Working Boys’ 
Home was granted; the city marshall was 
appointed an auctioneer; Mrs. Window ski’s 
petition to keep her store open Sundays 
was refused ; the petition of W. J. Bailey 
to move a barn from New ton to Newton- 
ville was revoked as it was found that the 
permit had been granted before he pur- 
chased the building and also because there 
was considerable opposition ; an order ap- 
propriating 8300 for the city solicitor's ex- 
penses was passed : an order appropriating 
87223 for water main extension on High- 
land street. Commonwealth avenue, Ham- 
mond street, Wachusett and Monadnock 
roads was passed. 

The street railway committee in its re- 
port recommended that the street railway 
which petitioned for location of tracks on 
Adams. Watertown and Bridge streets be 
granted leave to w ithdraw, and also recom- 
mended the route it petitioned for, of 
Adams, Watertown. Chapel and California 
streets over the bridge to Bemis, providing 
that the street railw ay widen Chanel street 
and lay new sidewalks on the bridge. The 
petitioners were granted leave to withdraw 
and the report of the committee accepted. 

The petition of J. B. Potter to move a 
building across Washington street, was 
granted ; petition to move a building from 
Washington street to a private way off the 
same street was granted ; petition of the 
telephone company to construct poles and 
attach wires thereon on Gibbs and Sumner 
streets was granted a hearing June .with; 
petition of the same company for poles and 
wires on Walnut street from Mill (street to 
Trowbridge avenue, was granted a hearing 
for June .'tnth; for wires on Waverley 
avenue ami Park street a hearing for the 
same date; a petition of the gas company 
for location of poles on Los Angelos street, 
a hearing was ordered for June 30th : a 
petition for the laying of sewers on Exeter 
street. Commonwealth avenue. Watertown 
street, Lake avenue and Woodland avenue 
were referred to the committee on sewers. 

The joint standing committee on sewers 
having reported favorably, hearings for the 
location of sewers on a portion of the fol- 
lowing streets were granted for June .'kith: 
Beacon street, Maple terrace, Ward street, 
and Wellman road. 

The board having passed an order for the 
appointment of a committee to revise the 
city charter, reconsidered its action to the 
effect that a committee be appointed con- 
sisting of two aldermen, three counoilmeu, 
and not more than ten citizens. This order 
was passed. 

A recess lasting from 10.45 until 11.25 was 
then taken, after which a petition giving 
permission to the telephone company to 
use the poles of the West End company 
on Tremont street was granted. 

It was introduced by Alderman Green, 
who said that the West End company had 
placed poles there and the telephone com- 
pany had been waiting while the action on 
the granting of the petition was pending. 

i »n recommendation of the license com- 
mittee Austin Peckam was given permis- 
sion to locate a merry-go-round on Morse’s 
field and Carl Miller a musician’s license 
for a street band. 

Meeting adjourned at 11.30.

Some Direct and Incidental Results of 
Kindergarten Training. 

AltTICI.E II. 

In Froebel’s system of education the 
threefold nature of the child is considered 
and provision made for physical, moral 
and intellectual culture, and the miml is so 
employed by a connected series of occupa- 
tions that its restless activity finds gratifi- 
cation in instructive work. The children 
in a kindergarten are not only directed 
how to accomplish certain things but they 
are also encouraged to observe und invent 
for themselves. In this way habits of ob- 
servation and attention are cultivated in- 
valuable in the acquisition of knowledge, 
and which make the regular school work, 
when entered upon, much easier. 

It has been shown that one year of the 
primary school can be omitted by children 
who have been a sufficiently long time in a 
kindergarten, llow many people we meet 
everywhere who, having eyes, see not, and 
having ears, hear not! Who cun doubt 
that the child who has been trained to use 
his eyes und ears has in ltis hands the 
magic key which shall open for him the 
different rooms of the great realm of 
knowledge'.* 

One sometimes hears people say, "<»h, 
yes! they are all very pretty, these little 
chains and mats, but 1 want my child to 
learn something !” 

To such 1 would answer, that, setting 
aside the occupations which cultivate a 
love for the good, the true and the beauti- 
ful, the amount of actual knowledge gained 
is not inconsiderable. For instance, those 
bugbears to beginners in geometry, angles 
und their relations to one another, the 
different triangles and other geometrical 
j forms, etc., become as familiar to the 
! pupils of a kindergarten through their use 
of them, as their pencils or needles. By 
| folding a .vpiare of paper according to dic- 
tation the little workers practically demon- 
strate that the two acute tingles of a right- 
j tingled triangle tire equal to the right angle, 

I that the largest tingle of a triangle is oppo- 
I site the longest side, etc. By the constant 
j practice of counting blocks, sticks, etc., 

I they become lainiliur with till the possible 
i combinations of numbers, sometimes as 
' high tis twenty, a practical knowledge 
ttir more valuable to them than t he ability 
to recite tlie multiplication table, and by 
tlie use of their blocks they gain an idea of 
| square and cube root, und of the addition 
j and subtraction of halves, quarters, thirds 
| and ninths, thus making the subject of 
fractions somewhat intelligible to them he- 
I fore they begin the study of arithmetic. 

, 1 have not mentioned the means em- 

! ployed to develop the child’s artistic 
nature, such as tlie modeling in clay, the 
laying symmetrical figures with cubes and 
planes, the painting and the druwiug, and 
a bare outline cun give no conception of 
the muiiy-sided and fundamental develop- 
ment afforded by u complete kindergarten 
training.

DEATH OF MRS- CLAFLIN.

Hones give mu mo- 
tion, because they are sometimes hard for 
motion to cling to. If I lmd no bones, my 
brains, lungs, heart and larger blood ves- 
sels would be lying around in me and might 
get hurt, but now my bones get hurt, but 
not unless it is a hard hit. 

“If my hones were burned, I should be 
brittle, because it would take the animal 
out of me. If I was soaked in acid, I 
should be limber. Teacher showed me a 
bone that had been soaked : I could bend it 
easily. I should rather be soaked than 
burned. Some of my bones don't grow 
close to my others snug, like the branches 
to the trunk of a tree, and I am glad they 
don’t for if they did. I could not play leap- 
frog and other good games that I know. 
The reason why they don’t grow that way 
is because they have joints. Joints is good 
things to have in hones. They are two 
kinds. The hall and socket joint like my 
shoulders is the best. Teacher shower! it 
to me only it was the thigh of a cow. One 
end was round and smooth and whitish. 
That is the ball end. The other end was 
hollowed in deep.

WIFE OF EX-GOVEIINOIl PASSES AWAY IN 

WRITINSVIII.E— TAKEN SUDDENLY ILL 

FRIDAY MORNING AT HOME OK FRIENDS 

SHI. WAS VISITING,. AND END CAME 

W if II IN AN HOUR. 

Mrs. Mary B. ClnJIin, wife of Ex-Gov. 
William Clatlin of Newton,, died at the 
residence of Mrs. John C. Whitin in 
WhltinsvLlle last Friday. She hail been 
visiting the Whitins for a week, and there 
had been given several social gatherings 
and dinner parties in her honor. 

She had appeared in her usual health and 
spirits,, but was suddenly taken ill about 
ll o’clook Friday morning, and within an 
hour was dead. Beside her husband, 
she leaves two sons, Adam B. and Arthur 
Clatlin. 

Mrs. Clatlin was well known in New- 
ton, where she spent the greater portion of 
her married life. She was of the well 
known Davenport family of Ilopkinton, 
where she was born about 70 years ago. 
Her father was William Davenport. She 
married Gov. Clatlin almost 40 years ago, 
the Governor then being in business in St. 
Louis. She was a woman of great re- 
sources, benevolent and ambitious. Soon 
after they were married they built a 
palatial house on Walnut street, Newton- 
ville. where Mrs. Chitlin entertained 
mugnifieently, numbering among her guests 
such men as Charles Sumner, Rev. Henry 
Ward Beeclier and Rev. Mr. Kirk. This 
was before Mr. Clutlin was in politics. 

They occupied a house in Boston 
winters, where Mrs. Clatlin enter- 
tained royally. Much of Gov. Cloflin's 
success in political life was dne to her 
foresight and sagacity. 

Mrs. Claflin's estate in Newtonville is 
known as “the Elms.” She was tlie 
author of “Under the Elms,” a book which 
speaks of tlie many renowned personages 
entertained by the family. She was the 
second wife of Gov. Clatlin. A daughter, 
Agnes, died about 15 years ago in Rome 

The Boston Herald pays the following 
editorial tribute to her life: 

Though a person who maintained a 
private position, tlie late Mrs. Clatlin was 
one who could not remain in a private 
place. She had unique and remarkable 
gifts, a grasp of public questions and im- 
portant affairs winch is not often found in 
a woman, und a large common sense that 
gave her judgments and opinions much 
value. While she never aspired to a place 
outside of her own home, she could no 
more lie repressed than water can be pre- 
vented from rising to its level. It is no 
disrespect to ex-Gov. Clatlin, whose l<»ss is 
shared by a great company of friends, to 
say that her companionship for forty years 
was an inspiration and a source of Bi- 
ll uence. She was always careful to keep 
the woman’s place, but she was one of 
those rare persons who filled her place so 
wisely and so well that her uncommon gifts 
of tact and sympathy and direction were 
widely appreciated by those who knew 
what she accomplished. Few women of 
this generation have done more and in the 
best ways than she did, and her part in 
important social functions will long be re- 
membered. She was great in her sim- 
plicity of life, in her power of apprecia- 
tion, and in securing the doing of right 
things. 

The funeral was held Tuesday at her late 
home, <>3 Mt. Vernon street, Boston. The 
services were conducted by Rev. Dr. S. E. 
Herrick, pastor of the Mt. Vernon Con- 
gregational church, and Rev. Dr. William 
E. Huntington, dean of Boston University. 
Two favorite poems of the deceased were 
read ; one of them Mrs. Barbauld’s “Long 
have we been together," the other, 
Whittier’s “At Last.” ’Tlie hymnal selec- 
tions were “Softly now the light of day,” 
“Hark, Hark,” and Gottsclialk’s “Last 
Hope.” They were rendered by the mem- 
bers of tlie Central church quartet. The 
interment, which was private, was in New- 
ton Cemetery. By request of the family, 
friends omitted to send (lowers.

Pear .Sisters of the Alumnae Associa- 
tion: — 1 will begin my resume of the first 
ten years of Lnsell by reading an extract 
from u letter from Mrs. Marla Warren 
Hayden of the class of ’38. 

“I made an attempt some years since, to 
learn the whereabouts of the first ton 
classes, and ever since I have had great ad- 
mi ration for ancient history, and reverence 
for historians. The middle decade of this 
century is farther away than we realize, 
until we undertake such researches as you 
ami I have made. 

My interest in my Alma Mater does not 
decrease and my confidence in her methods 
is shown by the fact that my three daugh- 
ters huve been students there, two of them 
for three years, and the third, until she 
was culled from Lasell to Puradise. L<aig 
live Lasell 1” 

Here is loyalty unexampled. Had J 
known of Mrs. Hayden’s effort, I might 
have been discouraged. But we are glad 
to hear from a few early graduates. 

The first class was graduated in 1804. Of 
the five members two are living. .1 have a 
letter of recent date from Mrs. James It. 
Wellman of Fitchburg. Her maiden name, 
Louise N. Wood, by which she is very 
pleasantly remembered. She wus less than 
three months a wife, and devoted muny 
years to the care of her parents. Mrs, 
Itosa Hey wood Brown is also a widow, in 
a beautiful home In Fitchburg, where she 
is most kind and charitable. 

Mrs. Kate Merrifield French of Worces- 
ter, married about a year after graduation, 
and died a year and a half later, leaving a 
bflby boy. Mary Thresher Stillwell of 
Dayton, Ohio, was married about the same 
time with Kate Merrifield, and died eight 
years later, leaving a daughter who has 
grown info a charming woman, married 
ten years ago to a Professor in a Western 
Institution. The name of the Professor 
and of the Institution, Mrs. Wellman did 
not give me. (Deserved for future inquiry.) 
Mrs. Jennie Whltin Lasell was the oldest 
of the class, .20 years and six months at the 
time of her graduation. Prof. Lasell losing 
his heart to her, and not wishing to em- 
barass her by remaining in the seminary, 
took a six months leave of absence, his 
place being filled by another teacher. The 
engagement was to be the profoundest 
of secrets. But now and then a suspicion 
would arise, which by every stratagem. 
Miss Whltin tried to allay. French was 
spoken at table. “Mile Whltin voules-vous 
le sel?” said her vis-avis, “Jecroisque 
vousavez le set,’’ was the rejoinder from 
another part of the table. Miss Whltin 
kept her countenance, and wrote at once 
on reaching her room, to a cousin, begging 
him to come help her hoodwink her school- 
mates. He duly appeared nnd made love 
to her in the most approved fashion, so 
that every one was thrown off the scent. 
Going to the station across tin? fields, 
where instead of the elegant residences 
now' to be seen, there was an extremely 
narrow pathway, he said, “Is the path 
wide enough for two, Jennie, which ex- 
pression was repeated in all variations by 
the classmates until the end of the year, 
when the real suitor reappeared, and the 
happy marriage occurred not long after. 
Though greatly hindered by delicate 
health from active participation in her 
husband’s labor, she supplemented it in 
every possible way. \ve remember her 
during those years as the brightest, witti- 
est, and withal, most sensible of little wo- 
men. She lmd a positive influence on 
every one and her suggestions were always 
regarded both by her husband and by his 
associate, Principal Prof. Briggs. < >ne say- 
ing 1 of hers 1 just now' remember. Hall- 
way up the long winding stairway, she 
said, “My epitaph w- ill be like that of a 
w oman w ho requested it put on her tomb- 
stone, ’Died of stairs.’ ” 

In all to pass in Prof. Bragdon’s numer- 
ous and wonderful improvements the ele- 
vator is still to come. No doubt it will 
come. This might sound audacious from 
any other than an old pupil, who today re- 
members those stairs and feels a sense of 
weariness in the spinal column, and the 
motor muscles of the pedal extremities. 

The story of her life after leu\ ing Au- 
burndale was told hero a year ago, when 
we w r ere mourning as we must ever mourn 
her death on the 12th of March, lutt. By 
the provision of her will, a superb memori- 
al church is to be erected in Whitiusville. 
Two sons and a daughter remain, to call 
her memory blessed. 

In the class of ’53, nine in number, wus 
Hattie Harding Williams, sister of Mrs. E. 
II. Walker of our village, the well-known 
missionary mother. It seems but yester- 
day the sad news came of her early death, 
after her marriage to Rev. W. F. illiums. 
and entrance upon missionary work in 
Turkey. In this class was Laura Lasell, 
daughter of the founder of the seminary, 
Sgrah Pratt became Mrs. John C. Whit.n, 
and still lives in Whitiusville, having 
realized in her wifehood and widowhood 
all the good opinions of her lovely charac- 
ter, which we entertained while she wus 
with us here. 

Georgiuna Robinson married Prof. Brew- 
er of Vale University. I had the great 
pleasure this winter of meeting and be- 
coming quite well acquainted with her 
lovely daughter, who has tilled the 
mother’s place for eight years to two 
younger brothers and being the great com- 
fort of her widowed father. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Worcester (’lark was in 
Auhunulule recently, and spoke most 
cordially of her classmates. She has been 
a woman of rare and excellent usefulness 
in her position as wife. Rev. Dr. X. G. 
Clark, secretary of the A. B. C. F. M. also 
went to his rest a few months ago. 

Tile class of ’3(1 1ms always been famous. 
They were characterized at the time of 
graduation as “ten splendid girls,” and so 
far as 1 know, they have deserved the ap- 
pellation ever since. 

Several of them reside near enough to be 
present at our re-unions quite constantly 
and to retain their interest in the seminary 
no less dear to us than forty years ago. 
Mrs. Fannie Gray Merrick of Walpole, 
Mrs. Mary Murdock Billings and Miss 
Mary P. .tones of Newton, Miss Martha E. 
Stone of Newton Centre, may nearly al- 
ways be relied upon to be present twice a 
year, at the gathering of the association. 
Two of the class huve distinguished them- 
selves greatly, Mrs. E. Harriet Rico Car- 
penter, in her self-denying and most fruit- 
ful labors for the Japanese. 1 had recent- 
ly a conversation with Mrs. Roland, a re- 
turned missionary, who told me that the 
work in which Mrs. Carpenter is now en- 
gaged, is quite unlike ordinary missionary 
work. She is isolated from every one and 
every thing and is among the aboriginal in- 
habitants, a totally different race from the 
intelligent progressive Japanese of whom 
we know. We must rejoice in this devotion 
of our sister, and pray for the success 
which is her best reward. 

Miss Elizabeth Gurduer is just now es- 
pecially en evidence, from the announce- 
ment of her marriage to occur on June 22d. 
it seems thut she Ims been for many years 
the promised wife of the celebrated 
Itougereau, the death of whose stern 
French mother, at ninety-one, has left him 
free to many. During her life, Miss Gard- 
der refused to marry him. of her distinc- 
tion as an artist, w e have no need to tell. 
The honors she lias gained in Paris have 
been many. It w as recently said on high 
authority, thut her uuimul painting was 
second only to Rosu Bonheur’s. In all her 
successes her clusssmutes rejoice, and wish 
her all happluess. and satisfaction in the 
future. How well 1 remember the duy 


that class was examined! When they sat 
on tills plat form side by side, and were 
questioned as Piof. Lasell alone knew how 
to question in Butler’s Analogy, Hopkins 
Evidences of Christianity, and in Karnes. 
Then Mr. Briggs hud his turn, their 
knowledge of Whately’s Logic and Robin- 
son’s Mathematical Astronomy was tested 
most severely. The self-possession, the 
readiness, the knowledge or those girls w as 
wonderful. I do not think a severer ordeal 
could be devised. 1 remember that a year 
Inter I made an ignominious failurajhuugh 
treasonably fond of study and considered a 
passable scholar. “What was the matter 
with you?" said a classmate, “you knew it 
all.” I could not tell, except that at that 
moment I seemed to know nothing. The 
classes of today may be thankful for the 
more reasonable methods, which give a 
better opportunity, no doubt. But ull this 
only emphasizes my admiration when I re- 
member how bravely those ten splendid 
girls, and many others endured the ordeal. 

During that year the gifted and lamented 
Kate Field was a pupil here. One of the 
class speaks of her bright and witty ways 
in reciting Romes A Rlair’s Rhetoric, and 
her free critlscism of the methods of the 
teucher, stating at the same time how she 
would teach. She was greatly admired. 
One evening there was an entertainment, 
when she sang Casta Diva, and when she 
took the part of Rome in a tableau. Mr. 
Lasell was the Goth, standing in triumph 
over beautiful Rome, crouching at his feet. 
He wore a line rout of wolr-skiiL, und a 
marble pedestal from the parlor represent- 
ed the fallen pillars of the city. Her com- 
positions were far above the ordinary nnd 
were a delight to us all, and she u great 
favorite among the girls. 

The class of ’37 was my own, and we 
held supremaojr in point of numbers until 
.last year when there were twenty-one 
graduates.

CHARTER REVISION. 


The board of aldermen, after considera- j 
tion, recognized the merits of the scheme j 
proposed to secure a satisfactory revision ; 
of the city charter, and passed the order, , 
Monday night, providing for a committee j 
of citizens, to include five members of the 
city council. They adopted the plan pro- ; 
posed without any change, and the com- 
mittee chosen seems to be as competent a ■ 
one as could be got together. 

It was very important to get the work | 
started before the summer vacation, so ; 
that the committee conhl begin work at I 
once and be ready to make their report 
early in the fall. They will probably give 
a number of public hearings, so that all 
the changes proposed can be fully dis- 
cussed. and the arguments for and against 
carefully considered. 

The commission of several years ago 
provided for such radical changes that the 
•whole scheme was defeated, and the new 
committee will have their example to serve 
them as a guide, and also the plan pro- 
posed last year, which had many merits, 
but was not completed in time to allow of 
public hearings and necessary amendments. 

The committee should certainly be able 
to report an outline of the revision by the 
last of September, so that there will be 
ample time for public hearings and for the 
fullest explanation of the reasons in favor 
• of any proposed changes. Attention has 
been called to the model charter prepared 
for Malden, but the committee's plan there 
was not perfect, and recent public hearings 
have resulted in a number of changes. 
They have the advantage of us, having 
nearly a year to consider their revision, 
and a charter revision is such an important 
matter that it should be wisely and care- 
fully considered. Tinkering with the laws 
is said to be a popular fad in Massachu- 
setts, owing to our annual legislative ses- 
sions, but Newton ought to set a good ex. 
ample by adopting a new charter that will 
be so satisfactory that annual visits to the 
legislature to secure amendments will not 
be necessary.

The traditions of both these peoples say 
that the parting occurred during a hunt- 
ing expedition, each division finally set- 
tling in the lauds whither they hud 
wandered apart. Thi3 epochal hunt 
must have been centuries ugo, for the 
Qnapaws bore their descriptive name in 
1540, being mentioned in the Portu- 
guese narrative of De Soto’s expedition 
as then living on the Arkansas river, 
where they dwelt until 1889, when thoy 
ceded their long occupied lauds to the 
United States. — Alice C. Fletcher in 
Century.

Another surprise came in regard to the 
Nonantum Worsted Company, in the 
notice of the assignment last Saturday, 
precipitated by the levying of an attach- 
ment of tlie National City Bank of Boston, 
which held a demand note of the com- 
pany’s, negotiated only two day’s previous 
to the vote of the company to close up its 
business. Outsiders are at u complete loss 
to account for the transaction, in view of 
the positive statement of the officials that 
the company hail a surplus of over half a 
million. It had only $500,000 capital, and 
a year ago gave a sworn statement that it 
had a surplus of $571,034, so that it had 
evidently done a very prosperous business. 
It seemed to be doing well the past year, 
and the mill within a few weeks lias been 
running nights to keep up witli its orders. 
The Boston banks regarded tho company 
as very prosperous, prior to the vote to 
close the factory, and there would have 
been no trouble in obtaining money. No 
one can understand how there could have 
been any such heavy loss the past year, if 
their sworn statement of last .June was 
correct. Mr. W. R. Dupee has been ap- 
pointed receiver, with President Remick, to 
clos3 up the e »:np my s affairs, and has not 
as yet been able to muke examinations of 
the books, so as to be able to make any 
statement. Treasurer Hull in his state- 
ment of a week ago laid all the blame 011 
the tariff, hut free wool ought to have been 
of some advantage, and the products of the 
mill are protected under the present tariff 
by a substantial duty on competing 
woolens made by foreign pauper labor, or 
rather by pauper labor iu foreign countries. 
It is acknowledged that competition has 
been very sharp, but the public seem to 
think that a company with $ 000,000 surplus 
ought to be able to stand one year of hard 
business. Business men have been very 
much surprised at the developments, and 
are looking with a good deal of interest for 
the results of the examination that wilj 
Jiow have to be made. 

Tiie death of ex-Alderman George Pottce 
was a great shock to his many friends all 
over the city, who did not know of his ill- 
ness. His long service iu the city council 
mude him well known to Newton people, 
and his genial character, and habit of look- 
ing at the bright side of things, made him 
very populur. He had u great fund of 
humor, and could illumiuute u debate by an 
apt story or quotation that would relieve 
the struiu of feeling and make every one 
good-natured. His native shrewdness and 
ability made him one of tho most valuable 
odicials the city has had and his death is a 
public loss. He was a most charming com- 
panion, and an hour spent with him was 
never dull, hince retiring from public life 
he has llvee quietly at Upper Falls, but 
was a very welcome visitor at City Hall, 
and his carriage was ulways stopped, as he

GEORGE PETTEE PASSES AWAY.

Kx-Aldernmn George Pettee, one of the 
most prominent residents of Newton Upper i 
Falls, died at his residence on Pennsylva- 
nia avenue, Monday morning, aged us 
years. He was born at Newton Upper 
Falls in 1X28, and was the son of the late 
Otis and Matilda Pettee, who were among I 
the first settlers of the place in lxix. He 
attended the public schools of Newton, ami 
then entered Wllbrnhiun Academy, from 
which lie graduated with honors, and then 
entered into business with his father and 
brother at Newton Upper Fulls in the 
manufacture of cotton machinery and 
cotton products. Subsequently the present 
Pettee Machine Company was formed, 
with which he was connected until lxxi, 
when lie retired from business. 

He was early in life identified with the 
old volunteer fire department of Newton, 
and was its honored chief for several years. 
He was always interested in public affairs, 
and was elected to the common council in 
1X75, in which body he served until 1X84, 
when he was elected to the board of aider- 
men, from Ward 5, serving until lXPO. He 
was subsequently nominated by the Re- 
publican party for mayor, but wax defeated 
by lion. II. E. Hibbard in a close contest. 
He was always a stanch Republican, and 
assisted his party at every opportunity. 
While a member of the board of aldermen 
lie was president of the body for four 
years. He was a director of the First 
National Rank of West Newton. 

The deceased was of quite a literary turn 
of mind and composed many poems. For 
several years lie had been a sufferer from 
malaria. Ilis last illness was of two 
weeks’ duration and from the same cause, 
and lie sustained a slight paralytic shock 
Sunday night. He leaves a widow and two 
daughters.

A New Parkway. 

The park commissioners of Newton with- 
in a few days will probably make a proposi- 
tion to tlie Watertown board of health and 
tlie park commission for the abatement of 
tlie nuisance caused by Cook’s pond and 
incidentally by what remains of Boyd’s 
pond. The latter is partly in Newton and 
partly in Watertown, while the former is 
wholly within Watertown's territory. 

The plan is for both municipalities to 
combine in abating the nuisance and im- 
proving tlie surroundings of the ponds. 

Boyd’s pond has been drained and partly 
tilled in. Thus far nothing has been done 
to Cook’s pond, from which a nauseating 
and unhealthy odor arises, and is waited 
by the summer breeze to tlie houses in tlie 
vicinity, the greatest complaint coming 
from residents of Morse field and Newton. 
If Watertown will do its share, the park 
commissioners of Newton offer to build 
the boulevard from Bullough’s pond, 
following tlie course of Luundry brook to 
the basin of Boyd’s pond and to Morse 
street in Watertown. 

From that point they want tlie Water- 
town authorities to continue the boule- 
vard on either side of Cook’s pond to tlie 
Charles river, whore a connection will he 
made with tlie proposed Charles river 
parkway. 

Should Watertown decide to accept tlie 

S cuerous offer, it will give her citizens u 
ireet connection with Newton’s extensive 
system of boulevards, it will also give the 
citizens of Newton u direct driveway to 
Cambridge. The expense of building* tlie 
driveways on tlie shores of Cook’s pond 
would not he heavy, tlie laud owners on 
the south side offering to give the land 
necessary for the project.

How dismal it was with 
tho noisy patter of tho rain on its tin 
roof, u small gas jet burning in tho cen- 
ter, throwing a dingy light on tho men 
and women (they did not rolisii the ex- 
tra rehearsal ), gloomily standing in tho 
wings. On seeing me, all looked sur- 
prised. Some made remarks in whispers, 
which I felt to bo unkind ; others laughed 
audibly. Scarcely 10, my hair in a long 
braid, my frock reaching to my boot 
tops, tall, shy and awkward, I may 
have given them cause for merriment, 
but it was ns cruel. I thought, as under 
bred, to make no effort to conceal their 
mirth nt my expense.

Death of William M. Hall. 

William Montague Hall, son of Mr. 
Charles Weils Hall, of Waverley avenue, 
died last Friday night from the effects of 
his fall from the mast of his yacht the day 
before. He had just finished the year at 
' the Institute of Technology with high 
I liouors, and was preparing fop a summer 
: cruise u ith several <<t his classmates, when 
! he met with his fatal accident. He was an 
1 unusually promising young man, with a 
i keen mind, fond of study, and always 
• gaining a high rank in his classes. 
Here in Newton he had a large circle of 
friends, who were very fond of him, and 
j his sudden death seems one of the saddest 
I things that has occurred in this city. 

I William Montague Hall entered the 
. Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
department of Naval Architecture, with 
the class of ninety eight in the month of 
, September, l-!4. 

His prominence in elass and college 
■ affairs dated almost from his entrance. 

: for liis genial and cordial nature, united to 
’ executive talents of no small order, gained 
him not only many friends, but insured for 
; him quick recognition. His election to the 
! presidency of the Freshman class followed 
soon upon the opening of the year, and he 
received also the honor of initiation into 
I one of Technology’s most conservative 
fraternities. To his other manly qualities 
Mr. Hall united the enthusiasm of the hard 
! worker, and lie was therefore much in 
demand in many phases of the college life. 
He was a member of many of the Techno- 
; logy organizations, being secretary and 
treasurer of the Varsity Base Bull Associa- 
; t ion. a member of the Institute committee 
for tw o yea s. a member of the executive 
committee of the Tennis Association and 
of the Technology Yacht Club. At the 
beginning of his sophomore year he re- 
j ceived the unusual compliment of reelec- 
tion to the class presidency and was also 
elected to the editorial staff of “The 
Tech." the Technology i*aper, to positions 
on which men are chosen oy competition. 
Later in the year he was chosen to till the 
position of society editor of ’’Technique," 
the Technology annual, and lie also de- 
livered the chief address at his class 
dinner. 

When Technology closed early iu June, 
Mr. Hall's first thought w as tor the sum- 
mer'.’' cruise which he and some oi hi> 
friends were to make upon his cutter, the 
"Daisy.” Some ten days were spent it* 
getting the vessel into readiness, but finally 
at eight o'clock on the morning of June Is. 
while the "Daisy' lay about half a mile 
off City Point, the ensign and the burgee of 
the Technology Yacht Flub were hoisted 
and the “Daisy” was in commission.

Hearing for the laying of a concrete side- 
walk on Bellevue street from Centre to 
Summit street ; for taking of land for sewer 
on Charlesbank road; for taking of land 
for sewer on Hemick terrace; for taking of 
land for sewer on Hobart road; for taking 
land for sewer on Monadock road ; for tak- 
ing land for sewer on Wachusett road ; for 
taking land for sewer on Montvale Cres- 
cent; for taking land on private grounds on 
Beacon street. 

Alderman Degen said that the owners 
had received no notice of the hearing and 
had heard that it might come up. 

Alderman Noyes said in explanation that 
the land had been selected to meet the ap- 
proval of the trustees and superintendent 
of the cemetery corporation. 

The little misunderstanding was cloared 
up by the mayor who explained that the 
land owners were trustees of the cemetery 
corporation and not the ones referred to 
by Alderman Degen. 

On motion of Alderman Downs the read- 
ing of the records of the last meeting were 
dispensed with. 

There were no pnpers from the common 
council and the report of the committee on 
ordinances was heard. It recommended 
the enrolment of the order, providing 
for a reserve police force. The report of 
the committee was accepted and the order 
was passed to be enrolled. It provides for 
a reserve force of nine men. 

A petition that the sidewalks on the 
south side of Highland avenue be graded, 
constructed ami covered with gravel was 
referred to the highway committee. 

A petition of M. E. Emerson and others 
for a concrete sidewalk on a portion of 
Bowdoin street was referred to the high- 
way committee. 

A petition from Thomas Gallagher and 
others asking that the street light corner 
of Mechanic street and Wetherell Park be 
removed to opposite the Billings property 
was referred to the street light committee. 

The report of the committee charged 
with the perambulation of the Boston 
boundary was received and accepted. 

The report of the city engineer on sewer 
schedules was received and placed on tile. 

It provided for the construction of sewers 
on Bridge and Chapel streets. 

An order for the taking of land on the 
above named streets was adopted. 

An order granting the telephone com- 
pany a location on Washington, Park and 
Tremont streets was adopted. 

An order for the laying out and accept- 
ance of Gay street was passed. 

A communication was received from the 
board of health asking that the sum of 
$2500 be appropriated to drain several 
ponds of stagnant water near Grove street, 
Auburndale. It was referred to the 
finance committee for consideration. 

On recommendation of the sewer com- 
mittee it was ordered to grant a hearing for 
Tuesday next on the taking of land for 
sewers on the following streets: On 

private land off Beacon street, Alden 
court and Woodbine terrace, off Woodbine 
street. 

Orders were presented and passed for 
the taking of land for sewers on Montvale, 
Crescent, Wachusett road, Hobart road, 
Charlesbank road, Remlok terrace, Mo- 
nad nock road, Walnut street, Lawrence 
road and Wellman road. 

Alderman Degen presented an order for 
the issue of $100,000 of JO year 4 uer cent. 
Commonwealth avenue construction bonds. 

Alderman Noyes asked if this work was 
soon to be completed. 

Aldermen Degen said it was not entirely 
completed, that $.'> 8,000 imd already been 
expended and the sum asked for was mere- 
ly to reimburse the treasury and to con- 
tinue the work with the balance, which 
would very near complete it. The order 
was passed. 

Orders for the issue of $70,000 worth of 
4o year 4 per cent, sewer bonds and $70,000 
worth of 40 year water construction bonds 
were passed. 

Alderman Degen presented an order for 
the issue of $00,000 Washington street 
widening bonds. 

The question then was asked by Aider- 
man Noyes “what amount has been issued 
already?” 

No delinite answer could be given and 
in explanation Alderman Degen said all 
claims had not been settled yet, but would 
probably be decided during the summer. 
The cost would come within the amount. 
The order was passed. 

The public property committee reported 
in favor of appropriating $10,'>oo for the 
enlargement of engine 5’s house at Newton 
Centre. The report was accepted. 

Alderman Tolman presented an order for 
the appropriation of the sum. He showed 
tlie urgent demand for this enlargement 
and called upon Chief Kanlett for further 
explanation. 

The chief said that the plan was not a 
new one, it had been talked of for lo years. 
It would give additional stable room and 
an opportunity to enlarge the lire alarm 
telegraph circu.t which could not be done 
under the present condition. At present it 
is necessary to stand three horses on the 
lioor. It was essential that there should 
be more room for the office instruments, 
horses, stock and teams. The instruments 
were very crude; the same as they were 
over twenty years ago. and were at present 
totally inadequate. The danger was very 
great as the circuit was one or the largest 
in the city, including Auburndale. New- 
tonville and West Newton, and if trouble 
occurred in any part it would throw out i 
the working of the entire circuit until the i 
damage could be repaired. In order to 
complete the new system $50oo would have ; 
to be expended ; the Mini at present asked 
would provide room for it. 

Alderman Tolman said that the cost was 
not as large as the appropriation asked for, 
but the balance would provide for any in- 
cidental expenses. 

Alderman White said the lire committee 
hud investigated the condition of the house 
ami heartily approved of the plan. 

Chief liunlett said that accidents had 
happened which threw the circuit out at 
uu average of three or lour a year and were 
of three or four hours duration. Luckily 
no lire had occurred which would cause 
any trouble. Most cities when the system 
was enlarged had made changes but in 
this case none had been made. 

Mayor Cobb approved of tlAe appropria- 
tion of tlie sum. 

Aldermun Noyes was not quite prepared 
to vote and desired time for considera- 
tion. He asked that it be delayed a 
week. 

Alderman Tolmuit favored immediate 
consideration. 

Alderman Greene said he had personal- 
ly looked into the matter ami found the 
condition considerably different than lie 
had expected. lie had examined a num- 
ber of electrical apparatus in other cities 
and was surprised at the condition of the 
Newton system. Thu room in whicli the 
batteries were stored was not larger than 
a good sized closet. The matter of consid- 
eration ought not to be delayed. 

Alderman White urged immediate action 
and referred to grout consideration asked 
for of such u mutter, and of the little con- 
sideration of a more important one, tlie 
Dullough’spoud land scheme, by Alderman 
Noyes. 


Alderman Noves explained his position 
in regard to the two orders, uud upon 
motion of Aldermun Tolmuu the matter 
was laid upon the tuble until tlie next 
meeting, giviug Alderman Noyes time to 
investigate tin state "i affairs . 

Aldei man Tolman requested that each 


member of the board consider the plans 
for the new High school the coming 
week at Hartwell A Rich arson’s architec- 
tural office, that they may he able to dis- 
cuss the plans intelligently at the next 
meeting. 

A communication from tlie common 
council recommending the appointment of 
three aldermen, four council men and 
twenty-two citizens, the signers of tlie 
petition, as members of the committee to 
revise the city charter, was received. 

Alderman Greene moved that the action 
of the common council be concurred in. He 
had reconsidered the vote of the last meet- 
ing and thought perhaps it was an unwise 
one. It was essential that all wards of the 
city he represented and it would hardly be 
a committee if appointed by the city coun- 
cil. It was not a matter that concerned 
the city council hut the city, and if the 
charter was not accepted it would not he 
the incompetency of the city council hut 
of the citizens. 

Alderman Allen honed tlint the new 
charter would last as long as the old one 
had and if a proper one was made the 
event was a most important one. Ho de- 
sired that no jealousy’ should exist. 

Alderman Tolman read the names of the 
signers of tlie petition and they were con- 
sidered. 

Aldeiman Downs favored the larger 
committee. 

Alderman Degen was afraid if he ex- 
pressed an opinion he would be misquoted. 
Apparently he favored the latter plan. 

The action of the common council was 
concurred in and the order as amended 
was passed. 

An order appropriating $159,400 to cover 
the expenses of tlie city for the months of 
July and August was passed. 

An order was recommended authorizing 
the w ater hoard to lay pipes on Clark and 
Exeter streets, Oakland and Common- 
wealth avenues, and Ward street, at a cost 
of $1845. 

On motion of Alderman Downes a hear- 
ing was given to Mr. James Bailey in re- 
gard to the revocation of his license to 
move a barn th rough Washington street 
from Newton to Newtonville. lie stated 
his case at some length and claimed that he 
had been unfairly treated by the city and 
had sustained injury by the action of the 
board. 

On motion of Alderman Degen the hoard 
went into executivelsession. 

The common, council having refused to 
concur in tlie action of the hoard in appro- 
priating .$1000 for furnishing the new 
Chitlin hall and recommending a sum of 
$6oo, their action received consideration. 

Alderman Tolman said that tlie furnish- 
ing might be done w’ith $600 by the com- 
mittee working by piece-meal. 

()n motion of Alderman Greene the ac- 
tion was concurred in. 

The action of tlie council in referring a 
petition for sidewalks on Pembroke street 
to the highway committee and adopting 
the ordinance prohibiting tlie throwing of 
glass on the street was also concurred in. 

The mayor then appointed with tlie ap- 
proval of the board, Richard Goode, Ed- 
ward P. O’Halloran and Albert L. Cole, 
members of the reserve police force. 

Meeting adjourned at 10.40 o’clock.

A COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO INVESTI- 
GATE THE FAILURE— HOME INTEREST- 
ING REVELATIONS. 


The meeting of itlie creditors of the 
Nonantum Worsted Company last Satur- 
day, was a rather breezy affair. The at- 
torney for the company stated the reasons 
for making President Remick one of the 
assignes. 

Moorlield Storey, attorney for tlie as- 
signes, presented the financial statement, 
which they had had prepared for the 
creditors, from which it appeared that the 
liabilities other than to stockholders con- 
sist of notes payable, $861,000, and accounts 
payable, $158,151, a total of $1,191,051. 

The assets consist of bills payable, called 
good, amounting to $150,045; cash, $14,227; 
stock In process, $591, 455, a total of $762,606 
exclusive of the plant— which cost about 
$1,250,000, and which is carried at $672,342 
and of bad debts amounting to $106,000. 
Immediately upon the presentation of 
this statement several were on their feet, 
and one of tlie first to be heard was Daniel 
Dewey, of Dewey & Gould, wool mer- 
chants, Atlantic avenue, who said tliut he 
had obtained from the assignees a list of 


TEACHERS’ GUILD. 


ENTERTAINMENT GIVEN FOR ITS IIENF.FIT 
HV THE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Much pleasure and profit accrued to the 
Newton branch of the Teachers’ Annuity 
Guild through the second entertainment 
given last Saturday by the school children. 

The idea of providing an entertainment 
of those whose instructors were to reap 
the benefit^ was an excellent one, calling 
fortti as it did a liberal patronage of 
parents and friends. 

Notwithstanding tlie excessive heat the 
High school drill hall was Idled by nearly 
a thousand people. 

Supt. Aldrich, previous to the first num- 
ber, gave a brief history of the guild and 
told of its purpose. It was organized, lie 
said, in 1895 and included cities and towns 
in Middlesex, Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Plymouth counties. Its object was to pro- 
vide for teachers who hail been in the ser- 
vice over thirty-five years or had become 
incapacitated before that time. It was to 
provide a suitable income. Among the 
cities and towns included in tlie guild were 
Cambridge, Haverhill, Lowell, Lawrence, 
Brookline and Lynn. The assessment re- 
quired was a certain per cent, of tlie 
salary. The superintendent gave a brief 
summary of the cities that had subscribed 
to the fund. Lowell hail given $5000 and 
Newton $242. 

After the scholars had taken their seats 
at the right of tlie platform the opening 
number ‘‘To Thee o country,” was sung. 
This was followed by scholars of the 
Lincoln primary school, whose evolutions 
in the free standing exercises called forth 
considerable applause, as did the scarf drill 
of the Underwood primary school which 
followed. The Swedish gymnastics and 
fancy march of tlie Hyde school and tlie 
wand exercises of the Mason school were 
among tlie best numbers on the program. 
The very pretty fan drill proved of course 
the most popular and the children caused 
considerable laughter when they fanned 
themselves heartily, a part of the exercise, 
apparently trying to out-do tlie audience. 
Exercise songs by tlie Barnard school chil- 
dren preceded tlie' Swedish gymnastics of 
the boys of the Chitlin school. This was 
an especially well executed number, win- 
ning as it did merited applause. The light 
gymnastics and llag march of the Wade 
school may be said to have been especially 
line, closing with an effective singing of 
tlie “Battle Hymn of the Republic.” The 
hoop drill by the Rice school and free hand 
exercises and march of the Mason school 
received their share of applause merited 
by their excellent work. Tlie last three 
numbers, Swedish gymnastics and garland 
drill by the Barnard school, minuet by tlie 
Williams school and tambourine drill by 
tlie Adams school proved themselves tlie 
leading features and were upplauded as 
such by the audience. 

The exercises were interspersed with 
songs by the scholars under the direction 
of Mr. Walton. 

Tlie excellent drilling by the pupils re- 
flected great credit on their instruetors.aml 
considerable praise is due to the several 
accompanists whose untiring efforts bellied 
to make the entertainment the success it 
was.

He further pointed out that tlie debts of 
tlie company are more than the capital 
stock, and that the directors are therefore 
responsible for said debts under the law. 
That lie regarded as another reason why 
President Remick should not be continued 
as an assignee. 

As soon os Mr. Dewey took his seat B. 
L. M. Tower secured recognition, and ex- 
plained that tlie account due tiie company 
from Treasurer Hall was by authority of a 
vote of the directors permitting him to 
draw on the treasury up to a certain limit 
in consideration of his indorsement of tlie 
paper of tlie company. Mr. Tower was 
asked if the same was true in regard to Mr. 
Saxton, but declined to say anything about 
his case on the ground that he was not ap- 
pearing for him. 

Mr. Storey thought under tlie circum- 
stances that the creditors ought to proceed 
cautiously- H>- did not see how the as- 
signees could be changed at the present 
meeting, and advised tliut a committee ho 
appointed to make un investigation and re- 
port. 

Atty. Appleton finally made the motion 
for u committee of three to present to tlie 
creditors a list of live names to constitute 
an investigating committee, and it was 
carried unanimously. 

The chair appointed as such nominating 
committee Daniel Dewey of Boston, Mr. 
Gale, representing bunks in Haverhill, and 
Samuel Hear, attorney. 

The committee made the following nomi- 
nations: Daniel J. Lord, president of tlie 
Manufacturers’ National Bunk, Boston; 
Henry J. ilosmer. treasurer of tlie Middle- 
sex Institution for Savings, Concord ; J. 
Koshlund, wool merchant, Boston; Henry 
L. Fisher of tlie Waltham Savings Bank, 
and George F. Putnam of the National 
Bank ol North America, Boston. 

This list was adopted, uud after a few 
! words from several individuals, suggesting 
! to the committee that the affairs of the 
; company be probed to tlie bottom, it was 
1 voted that the expenses lie borne by the 
; estate, ami tlie meeting adjourned, subject 
to the cull of tlie committee.

Ml ST LIVE IN STATE PRISON FOR AT 
LEAST THE NEXT 10 YEARS. 


Judge Richardson, in the Middlesex 
Superior orlminnl court at East Cambridge 
last Monday, sentenced Myron J. Doloff to 
the state prison for a term not exceeding 
15 nor less than lo years.

of which $776 was in cash. 

Adams and Doloff wore brought into 
court Monday, and both, after consultation 
with their attorneys, withdrew their 
former plea of not guilty and stated that 
they were guilty as charged. 

Counsel for Doloff stated that during the 
eight years that had elapsed since Doloff’s 
discharge from the state prison, where ho 
was sent for breaking and entering, lie Imd 
lived an upright ami honest life, and tlie 
fact that he hail once before been in prison 
should not he counted against him. 

Tho court said it was a very serious of- 
fense to blow open a safe with dynamite in 
the night time, and then imposed tho above 
sentence. 

Tho case against young Adams will be 
taken up next Monday.

HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES, 


'I'll K CLASS OK MMJ RECEIVE 
HI 1*1.0 MAS. 


Tuesday was perfect as to weather and 
the friends of the Kmduutiw? £lnss filled 
the II i«h School Gymnasium ito overflow- 
ing, the summer hats of the ladies making 
the plain Interior look like a regular 
flower-garden. The class of ’ilfi has more 
than the usual number of sweet girl gradu- 
ates, but evidently the minority of hoys 
was not a hopeless one, and the exercises 
were unusually interesting. 

The teachers, members of the school 
board and distinguished guests, occupied 
seats on the platform, which was placed 
this year on the side of the building op- 
posite the entrance, instead of at one enrlji 
great improvement, as it enabled the greater 
part of the large audience to hear without 
any exertion. 

As usual with the Newton High school, 
the essays nnd orations were remarkable 
for their literary excellence, and the time 
spent in the study of English has evident- 
ly been carefully improved. 

Soon after ten, members of the graduating 
class marched in from the school building, 
and after prayer by the Hev. Dr. W. E. 
Huntington, dean of Boston University, 
and a selection by the High School 
orchestra, the formal exercises began with 
the salutatory by Miss Vivien May Morris, 
who gave a gni'ieful welcome to the friends 
of the school. 

Mr. Waldo Gifford Leland gave a brilliant 
essay on the Homeric Simile, the beauty, 
force and color it gave to the Iliad, and his 
delivery was especially good. 

Miss Elizabeth Wellington Hunt luid 
“Tennyson's Princess, a Contribution to 
Woman’s Cause" as her theme, and took 
rather advanced ground on the subject, 
claiming that Tennyson was the prophet, 
not exactly of the New Woman, but ot the 
greater sphere that has opened to woman 
since he wrote. 

Charles Tileston Leeds told about the 
Crisis in Turkey, the sufferings of the 
Armenians, not only in tills but in former 
ages, having been freed from one despot 
only to be ground down by another, and 
their generally hopeless condition unless 
the nations of Europe come to their aid. 
It was a very clear presentation of the 
Armenian question, and showed a good 
deal of research and study. 

Miss Mary Florence Griffin read an es- 
say upon the Sun, as The Great Source of 
Energy, displaying much scientific knowl- 
edge. 

The class oration was by Edmund 
Daniel Daly, an eloquent young orator. 

I Ms theme was duty and he made a very 
favorable impression upon the audience, 
and seemed to be a great favorite with his 
classmates, judging from the prolonged ap- 
plause they gave lum. 

Miss Marion Drew Bassett gave a sketch 
of England’s Poet Laureates, reviewing 
briefly the claims of each one to the honor, 
and their influence upon literature, the es- 
say being full of interest. 

The Class History was a very bright and 
well-written paper, by Miss Ed nah Sarah 
Mason, who touched off the salient points 
in their school life in such a witty way 
that even the audience joined in the 
laughter, and she closed with a fitting 
recognition of the work of the teachers 
and a few pithy words of advice to the 
class. 

The diplomas were presented by Ilis 
Honor, Mayor Cobb, who make a short 
address, telling them that the real w ork of 
their lives, and that harder problems and 
more arduous study awaited them than any 
they had found in their school lives, and 
urged upon them the importance of being 
true to the best that was in them.

TIIE SILVER CRAZE. 


lms boon anticipated. 


Tin city council recommended that 
the school hoard should exercise a little 
judicious economy, ami they retort with 
an order for closing the kindergartens. 
This is like the case of a man who has a 
very expensive and extravagant family, 
and to his request that they practice a little 
more economy, so that he can make both 
ends meet, they respond by deciding to 
abolish breakfast, as the only saving they 
can think of. They indignantly refute the 
suggestion that it would he better to cut oil 
some of the luxuries of the dinner, and 
they hope by proposing to abolish break- 
fast. to make economy so unpopular that it 
will never be mentioned again. Are our 
school board acting on the same principle, 
or are they reasonable and conscientious 
men, who have gone over the whole ques- 
tion thoroughly, and can really find no other 
means of saving money? Outsiders have 
thought that there were a great many ex- 
penses in the High school which could be 
trimmed off without impairing in any way 
the excellence of the preparation for col- 
lege, or the value of the training to those 
who leave school at the end of their 
course. Other High schools with the same 
number of pupils get along with a good 
deal less money, and stand very high too, 
and perhaps if the school board should ap- 
point a committee to seriously consider 
the problem, they might find some other 
way of reducing expenses than the cheap 
and easy one recommended. 


It Is surprising to find to what an extent 
the silver delusion is favored, not only in 
the western states, but right here in 
Massachusetts, and not only among Demo- 
crats but among Republicans of high 
standing in the party councils. Congress- 
man Draper represents a large class of 
manufacturers, when he says that if the 
tariff is only made high enough, lie does 
not care if the currency is silver or copper 
or lead, or words to that effect. Any ol>- 
serving person, who meets many people, 
will be surprised at the pro-silver senti- 
ments he hears. 

There is no doubt that the country is in 
great danger of coining to a silver basis, 
and the adoption of the gold plank in the 
St. Louis platform will not entirely remove 
that danger even if the Republican should 
win. Mr. nanna’s views are well known, 
and he thinks that the tariff is the only 
important issue and will probably have no 
inconvenient scruples about compromises. 
The Senate, with its great number of 
silver senators, will never allow a tariff 
bill to pass, without receiving what they 
call! “protection for silver,*’ and judging 
from the utterances of the high tariff men, 
they will only be too willing to meet the 
friends of silver more than half way. A 
platform utterance is good as far as it goes, 
but it goes a very little way witli politi- 
cians, and it is only wise to look the situa- 
tion squarely in the face. Mr. McKinley 
has never given any study to financial ques- 
tions, os is evident enough from his con- 
fused and conflicting utterances upon the 
subject, and he has never displayed any 
great amount of independence. Both he 
and Mr. liannu even now claim that the 
tariff is the only issue, and there is every 
reason to fear that lie would sign any 
tariff bill that came to him, no matter what 
pro-silver legislation might be tacked on 
to it. 

From the present outlook, the Demo- 
crats will also put up a free-silver candi- 
date, although he may be one who is open- 
ly in favor of silver legislation, so that 
there is little to hope for from that side. 

The only encouraging prospect is the 
possibility that the house and the senate 
will get into such a quarr* 1 over the ques- 
tion, and that the silver men will demand 
such preposterous concessions, that nothing 
can be done for two or three years, by 
which time it may be hoped that the silver 
delusion may have passed away, just us 
the greenback craze did. 

The duty of Eustern Republicans, who 
believe in sound currency, is clear enough 
not to be mistaken. They were not able to 
secure the nomination of a thoroughly 
sound candidate for the presidency, but 
they can see to it that the Congressmen 
elected from their districts shall be men 
who have intelligent ideas on the financial 


Nothing could surpass the beauty of 
Newton at this season, if one keeps away 
from the railroad tracks. The rains have 
freshened up the lawns, the foliage is at its 
best, and even in the hot days of the past 
week, Newton was no more uncomfortable 
than most of the shore resorts. If it was 
not for the need of a change that moderns 
think they feel, it would be folly to go 
away for the summer. With the numerous 
golf and tennis clubs, to say nothing of 
bicycling on our “sand-papered” roads, 
few summer resorts can offer half the at- 
tractions that Newton does, besides the 
comfort of living in the midst of the 
modern conveniences, and having a five 
cent fare to Boston over the new electric 
line. 

The Railroad Commissioners give a hear- 
ing next Monday evening to the Nonantum 
people who desire to have the Newtonville 
and Watertown Street Railway extended 
from Watertown square down past the 
arsenal to Brighton and Allston, which 
would give them an easy communication 
with Boston. Nonantum people are far 
away from any through street car or steam 
railroad lines, and they are said to he very 
much interested in this extension. It 
would certainly be a great convenience.aml 
there seems to be no good reason why this 
location should not be granted. 


The County Commissioners have voted 
to order Mt. Auburn street to be widened, 
and the order will come up at the Water- 
town town meeting, uext Monday evening. 
The widening will permit the West End to 
lay double tracks, and this will mean a 
five cent fare by that route to Boston. It 
will be interesting to see what the town 
meeting will do. us some of the critics con- 
tend that the town lias readied its debt 
limit and cannot afford any improvements. 


Both brandies of the City Coun- 
cil will meet next Monday and also on 
Tuesday evenings, for the purpose of 
winding up city business for the summer. 
They hope to adjourn until September, it 
is said, but they will be more fortunate 
than previous city councils if they are not 
called together several times, before their 
vacation is over. 


it is made evident that there has been 
serious mismanagement, and, apparently, 
the funds of the corporation have been 
used for other than legitimate business 
purposes. Whether what would otherwise 
have been corporate assets have been used 
up in personal speculation is something 
that can ho better determined when the in- 
vestigating committee of creditors has 
made its examination and report.

Apparently what t lie treasurer of the com- 
pany believed the American people should 
do, if one can judge by his printed and 
verbal statements of two or three years 
ago, was, by taxing themselves to grant a 
sufficient profit to the company under the 
inundate of Congress, to enublo it to lay up 
a large enough surplus to pay its share- 
holders dividends, and at the same time 
afford a liberal leeway for the indulgence 
by its officials in outside operations of a 
not always remunerative character. 

We regret that any of our local maim 
factoring corporations should come to 
grief ; but clearly the people of the United 
states cannot afford, either through the 
tariff or any other form of taxation, to pay 
subsidies and bounties to manufacturers of 
a sufficient size, not only to make their 
business profitable, but also to afford them 
an opportunity to lose money in outside 
ventures, without personal or corporate 
loss. We have referred to this subject be- 
cause from appearances it would seem that 
it was this extension of the theory of pro- 
tection which the treasurer of the No- 
nantum Worsted Company was advocating 
a year or two ago, at the time that his re- 
marks were so warmly applauded by news- 
paper advocates of this system of favorit 
ism.

They Fix Tlielr Date* by Sleeps and Moons 
and Winters. 

Onr Indians measure time solely by 
days, by sleeps, by moons and by win- 
ters. The Indian lias no name for any 
subdivision of time less than a day. 
When lie desires to indicate a shorter 
period, he points to the heavens, and 
measuring off a spaco says, “It was as 
long ns it would take the snn to go from 
there to there.” A day is from daylight 
to darkness, “sleep,” or night, from 
dark to daylight. He has no name for 
any day, nor has he any anbdivision of 
time corresponding to our week. A 
moou commences with tho first streak 
of the crescent in the west and lasts un- 
til the next one appears, but the days of 
the moon aro neither numbered nor 
named. “From winter to winter” is 
the nearest approach ho has to onr term. 
The year commences with tho first fall 
of snow. An Indian will tell you he is 
so many wiuters old, but having no 
mouths or days he never has a birthday. 

The Indians who formerly inhabited 
the southern part of Texas, where there 
is no snowfall, are said to have fixed tho 
commencement of the year at the first 
“norther,” a furious uud chilling wind 
that sweeps from the north and is of fre- 
quent occurrence during the winter 
months. 

No year has any name or number fix- 
ing a sequence or point of reference, but 
each baud will designate a year by its 
most prominent occurrence, as a fight 
with hostiles, death of a chief, preva- 
lence of disouse, abundance or scarcity 
of food, or failing anything marvelous 
or striking by tho name of the stream on 
which was located tho winter camp. 
But these ure mero romembrauees, and 
excellent as is tho Indians memory 
they, after a few years, fade into a 
jumble of disconnected facts without 
sequence or usefulness. — Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

At 
the last session the committee had been in- 
structed to consider methods of retrench - 
nient and recommended ns follows : 

That the usual increases in salaries on no 
count of length of service he deferred ; that 
one nnasslgned teacher be appointed in- 
stead of two ; that the study of typewriting 
and stenography be omitted from the High 
school course; that one teacher each be 
dropped from the forces at the Hyde, Wade, 
Clatlin and Adams schools, and that the 
Adams, Ash street, Pice and Hyde kinder- 
gartens be suspended. 

Mr. Avery of Ward 2 objected to aban- 
doning these kindergartens, and suggested 
that it would be wiser to drop some of the 
special teachers. He moved that Miss 
Jennie It. Ireson, instructor in physical 
culture; Horace X. Walton, instructor in 
music, and Nathaniel L. Berry, instructor 
in drawing, be dropped. 

Mr. Howes having shown in answer to 
another member that the amount saved 
would be $1350, Mr. Avery moved that 
Miss Ireson’s services be dispensed with. 

Mrs. Martin was very sorry to lose the 
kindergartens but protested against the re- 
moval of Miss Ireson. 

Mr. Hale said it had been remarked by 
the city government and said on the street 
that the kindergarten was an extravagance. 
He thought the best plan the acceptance of 
the report. 

Favorable remarks followed by Messrs. 
Huntington and Howes. 

The report was accepted and placed on 
file. 

The finance committee reported inexpe- 
dient on the petition of the grammar school 
masters for an increase of salary. The 
same was received and filed.

A communication was received from 
John T. Langford and forty-six others, 
calling attention to the unsanitary condi- 
tion of the Lincoln school on Thornton 
street, and asking the immediate erection 
of a new building. 

On motion of Mr. Wing it was referred 
to the district committee of Ward l. 

An order was adopted requesting the city 
council to appropriate $3000 to furnish the 
new Pierce school at West Newton. 

The city council was requested to com- 
plete the upper rooms of the Williams 
school with proper means of ingress and 
egress, and to enlarge the Thompsonville 
school house. 

The High scho 1 committee was instruct- 
ed to provide suitable quarters for scholars 
during the erection of the new High school 
building. 

The list of teachers presented by the dis- 
trict committees was adopted without dis- 
cussion.

BOAT CLUB CONCERT. 


PLAN FOB FURTHER ATTB ACTIONS 
RIVERSIDE. 


Saturday night at Riverside, Newton, 
was a night of innumerable beauties. It 
was illumination night, and it was rich 
•with all that the name signifies— myriads 
of colored lights dancing in the summer 
breeze: hundreds of pretty girls in sum- 
mer costume, for the most part white; the 
river densely massed with brilliantly 
decorated canoes, from eacli of which 
came the chatter and laughter of luxurious 
idleness; the sound of music freighting 
the perfumed air, while over all a radiant 
moon beamed down as if trying to outshine 
the fires of red and blue uud green that 
burned on the river banks and at the 
prows of canoes here and there in the 
fiotillu. 

Such rare nights seldom follow such 
days as that of Saturday at Riverside. Be- 
ginning with the late forenoon the river 
fairly swarmed with canoes, but though 
the vast majority of the canoists were 
solely on pleasure bent, there were a few 
who visited Riverside w ith more serious 
purpose Among them were Mr. Charles 
\V. Hubbard «>i Weston, Director Sargent 
of the Hemenway gymnasium and Park 
Commissioner de las Casas. Mr. Hubbard 
owns a considerable stretch of land front- 
ing on the Churles at Riverside, and lie 
proposes to use it for the furtherance of 
out-door sports. It is his purpose to lay 
out this land with baseball and football 
grounds, a running track, tennis courts 
and a sw imming pool, and to provide at 
the river’s edge a boathouse, where eunoes 
may ho accommodated, the whole to be ut 
the disposal of such clubs as may choose to 
join an organization to he known as the 
Associated Athletic (Tubs, which, by the 
payment of a nominal rental, may have the j 
privileges of the grounds. Prof. Sargent, I 
m common w ith a great many other well I 
knotvn physical instructors and educators, 
indorses the plan. But it is proposed to 
curry the Idea further, and to have this 
recreative reservation embraced in the 
metropolitan park system, and it was for 
this purpose that Mr. de las Casas was 
conducted to tiie place to look it over. 

With tiie cool of approaching evening tiie 
crowd on the river was augmented with 
the arrival of every train, and people con- 
tinued to come long after tiie sun went 
down. 

Just before dark the Waltham band 
stationed itself on the upper piazza of the 
Newton Boat Clubhouse, for it was the 
night of the club’s June concert, us well as 
iUuiuiuutiou night.

A Parisian in America. 

M. de Soissons, the art critic, who has 
ta’cen up his residence in Newton, has just 
issued his latest book, under the above title. 
It is published by Estes &,Lauriat and gives 
a foreigner’s impression of American char- 
acter and American institutions. 

There are chapters on tiie American wo- 
man, the American man, the almighty 
dollar, on art and literature, and on numer- 
ous other topics in which our nation is 
more or less vitally concerned. 

In his dedication, in fact, he gallantly in- 
trusts the fortunes of his book to “her 
majesty, the American Woman, as he has 
an exalted opinion of her good taste and 
exquisite refinement.” In his first chapter 
lie is hardly less chivalrous:— 

"The American woman is not beautiful 
from a sculptural point of view, if a 
painter had a magical palette he might 
make her beautiful, he would find in her 
tiie beginnings of ail beauties, she is neither 
from the North nor from tiie South, she 
blends the paleness of the snow with the 
olive of the sun. She bus the composite 
grace of tiie American eye, tiie German 
romanticism, the English gluttony, Sevil- 
lian petulance, Italian brio; she is all, that 
is to say, eiicliautment, surprise, malice, 
coquetry, abandon ; she has all the virtues 
of woman, but perhaps she is also u cluv 
ly set snore. . . . 

”1 lie insatiable dream of fortune i 

eupies her soul, and her ambition takes 
from her, from tiie beginning of life, the 
pow or to love,” 

The author’s appreciation of art in 
America extends rather to individuals 
than to the public at large; still its de- 
velopment within the last twenty years has 
been phenomenal and its prospects are as- 
suring. As for architecture, he knows of 
only two churches in America worthy of 
strong admiration— Trinity church and St. 
Patrick's Cathedral in New York.

What Kindergarten Does for 
Children. 

Autici.r ii. 

Mothers have a right to ask kindergar- 
teners to give a reason for tlio faith that is 
in them; to say, “Tell us, actually and 
practically what tlie kindergarten is going 
to do for our children.” Fathers have a 
right a ask mothers whose hearts are set 
on putting the children into a kindergarten 
"What is the good of it, anyway?” and un- 
less the kindergartener can tell the mother 
in a way she can understand, the mother 
cannot tell tlio father in a way which will 
make him feel that he is paying bills or 
perhaps increased taxes to any particular 
purpose. 

Tlio average mother of children today be- 
lieves in a general sort of way that tlie 
kindergarten is a good thing. She believes 
this because people tell her so. She knows 
that tlie teachers are usually earnest and 
conscientious women, that the children are 
amused and entertained, that they learn 
pretty songs and plays and make bright 
colored little gitncracks for her to take care 
of. But just wherein consists tho direct 
educational advantage, the intellectual and 
spiritual good, is tlie point where ideas are 
apt to be a little hazy. She sometimes 
wonders why her child should be better 
off in a kindergarten than playing happily 
at homo or out-of-doors. Now it is very 
hard for a young kindergartener to formu- 
late an answer to questions on these 
points. She knows a good deal moie than 
she cun tell. Like tlie children, she can at 
first express better in deeds than in words. 
To give any simple, definite and satisfac- 
tory statement of the purpose of tlie kin- 
dergarten, such a statement as will form 
clear ideas in a mother's mind, is not easy 
for any kindergartener, on account of tlie 
compi eliensiveness of tho subject ; for it is 
as brood as human nature; it is nothing 
more nor less than a thought and intention 
of God that we have to interpret. 

Every child lias a threefold nature, he is 
body, mind and soul. At home, during his 
early years, his body is tlie chief object of 
care and solicitude, mind and soul being 
allowed to develop pretty much as they 
will, at first. In school the mind gets most 
of tlio attention, body aud soul being large- 
ly left out of calculation. Now. if it were 
not true tiiat tlie child has a threefold 
nature, it would lie all-sufficient to ' give 
him good physical care during the first six 
years, and then to send him to school to 
huve his mind trained. If, in tlie one child, 
body, mind and soul did not dwell together 
during life as an inseparable unity, tiie old 
way of curing for body at home, mind at 
school and soul at Sunday school, would 
do very well, and there would bo no need 
of kindergartens. But the child lias a 
growing mind aud soul at home, lie has an 
active body and a forming character, (an- 
other name for souli at school, he takes his 
restless body and inquiring mind with him 
to Sunday school. lie lias this threefold 
nature, and, as yet, the kindergarten is tlie 
only educational institution which, to any 
extent, recognizes it and strives to educate 
it. Whatever tlie kindergartener gives a 
child, of song, story, work or play, takes 
into account tlie active body, the unfolding 
mind, and the growing character or soul.
